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NOTED TEACHER PASSES AWAY 

Miss Sarah Fuller Was Pioneer in The Teaching of The 
Deaf 


Miss Sarah Fullor, 91, pioneer In 
teaching the deaf to talk, and for 
many years principal of the Horace 
Mann School, Boston, died at her resi- 
dence, 122 Coneord street, Newton 
Lower Falls, Monday, August t. She 
had been associated with the late Dr. 
Alexander Graham Bell when he was 
a teacher of the deaf, and she was tho 
first to instruct Helen Keller in the 
methods of visible speech. 

She became head of the Horace 
Mann School in 1869, and after her 
retirement was appointed principal 
emeritus. 

She was prominently known for he'* 
interest and activities on the behalf 
of the deaf. She was the author of au 
Illustrated primer and a set of phon- 
etic charts which are being used to- 
day. 

A native of Weston, her parents’ 
were Hervey Fuller and Calynda 
Fiske Fuller. She received her edu 
cation in local schools and at the 
Alien English and Classical School in 
West Newton, of which Cyrus Pierci, 
the first teacher to establish a normal 
training school In this country, was 
the principal. In 1855 she was aj> 
pointed teacher in the public inter 
mediate school in West Newton In tho 
building which is now the City Hall. 

From West Newton she went to 
Boston as teacher in the old Boylsto.i 
School on the top of Fort Hill, where 
William T. Adams, better known by 
his pen name of “Oliver Optic,” wa* 
submaster. Later she was transferred 
to the Bowditch School. While teach 
ing there she was asked to organize 
and establish an oral day school for 
deaf children, which was the nucleu ; 
of the present Horace Mann School 
of Boston. 

She entered on her new duties and 
her life work on Nov. 10, 1869, taking 
charge of a class of 20 pupils in a 
building on East street, not far from 
the South station. The school was 
moved to Pemberton Hill and within 
six years the class was increased to 
50. Miss Fuller, always experiment 
ing in her instruction schedule, added 
vocational training to her curriculum 
and as a result of this eight of her 
pupils in this class went to Technol- 
ogy. 

Prominent state officials and citi 
zens weTe influential in opening the 
school under the direction of Miss 
Fuller and these included Lt.-Gov. Tai 
bot, Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, Dr 
Sa^nuel G. Howe and Gardiner G 
Hubbard. Dr. Bell was a teacher or 
the deaf with her and Miss Fuller sai l 
that he roomed at her home just b? 
fore he invented the telephone. Ai 
the school he conducted many experi- 
ments by which the deaf could hear 
sounds. Some of his early tests were 
made with balloons, which the pupils 
carried under their clothing, so that 
they could tell by the vibrations the 
approach of vehicles or persons. Ap 
parently these experiments played a 
large part in the development of the 
modern telephone. Dr. Bell invented 
sound-producing instruments at her 
home. 

She first met Miss Keller in 188S, 
and shortly after their meeting she 
gave Miss Keller her first lesson. 
Ever since Miss Fuller continued her 
interest in Miss Keller. 

She was also honorary president of 
the Horace Mann Benevolent Associa- 
tion and an honorary member of the 
Lucy Jackson chapter, D. A. R. 

She is survived by four nieces, Miss 
Emily Jordan, Mrs. Edward B. Parker. 
Miss Sarah B. Hagar and Mrs. Roland 
B. Rand, and a number of grand 


nieces and grandnephews. 

Dr. Alexander Graham Bell said f 
her several years ago: 

“The world owes her a debt of grati 
tude for what she has done for deaf 
children.” Last spring she wrote an 
article, entitled “Outline of Work for 
Mothers With Very Young Deaf Chil- 
dren." 

Funeral services were held yester- 
day afternoon in St. Mary’s Church. 
Twelve men, graduates of the Horace 
Mann School, were honorary bearers, 
under direction of Hyman Lowenberg, 
president of the Horace Mann Benev- 
olent Society. 

The bearers, with an escort of 20 
men who had attended the Horace 
Mann School, marched from the house 
at 122 Concord street to the church 
in Lower Falls. Rev. H. Usher Munro. 
rector emeritus of St. Paul’s Church 
of North Andover, the officiating cler- 
gyman, was assisted by Rev. J. Stan- 
ley Knight, who was taught by Miss 
Fuller many yoars ago. He is chap- 
lain of St. Andrew’s Silent Mission or 
Trinity Church, Boston. 

Following the wishes of Miss Fuller 
there was no music. She did not 
wish music at a service which was to 
be attended by persons who could not 
hear it. Instead, Rev. Mr. Knight 
read a hymn in the method taught by 
Miss Fuller, which consists of ex- 
pressing words by the movements of 
the lips. The hymn was "While Seek- 
ing Thee, Protecting Power,” the 
favorite, not only of Miss Fuller, but 
also of her parents. 

Burial was in the cemetery adjoin- 
ing the church.

Tho 
mothers, or next of kin of each soldier 
who is buried “over there,” will re- 
ceive a photograph of tho last resting 
place of their beloved one, who did 
not come back.

Munroe and Brewster Williams. 

Following was a three-legged race 
For the uninitiated, this is run by 
teams of two men each. The members 
of the teams tie themselves together 
by their right and left legs respective- 
ly and it requires real team-work to 
win. 

The line-up for this was: First, Hor- 
ace Wood and Tom Lewis; second, 
Robert Walker and James Bierer; 
third, Robert Griffin and Richard Grif- 
fin. 

After this came a game of dodge- 
ball In which after much hard play 
and hilarious laughter, Betty Bierer 
was proclaimed winner. 

Th'en came the Boy’s Basketball 
Throw and the Girl’s Baseball Throw. 

Among the hoys Horace Wood was 
winner, with a throw of fifty-six feet, 
eight inches; Tom Lewis second with 
fifty-four feet, eight inches, and Vin- 
cent Simpson third with fifty-three 
feet. 

Ruth Bjorson won the Baseball 
Throw with a length of fifty-nine feeL 
two inches; Betty Bierer was next 
with forty-seven feet, eight inches 
and Marjorie Jones third with forty- 
six feet, three inches. 

Following this was the obstacle 
race — perhaps the most exciting event 
of the day. The contestants ran first 
down the field, squirmed through bar- 
rels and climbing or jumping over 
hurdles raced to the finish. 

For the group whose ages are from 
ten to fourteen, Vincent Simpson was 
the winner, Tom Lewis second and 
Billy Durbin third. 

For the group under ten yars old, 
James Bierer was first, Brewster Wil- 
liams second and Hugh Estes third.

For the 
past two summers she has been girls’ 
councilor and friend at the Waban 
Playground. 

Both of these “grown-ups” with 
young hearts’’ have been placed on the 
Waban Playground to teach the chil- 
dren, from the youngest to the oldest, 
how to piny now games, and to help 
them play games they already know.

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AUTOMOBILE TESTS 


Lights nml Brakes to Ik* Tested 
Next Week 


In Its efforts to lessen the deplor- 
able number of deaths caused by auto- 
mobiles, the Boston Automobile Club 
has been conducting free tests of 
brakes and lights at many points 
around Greater Boston during the 
past several months. Next Thursday 
and Friday, August 11 and 12, free 
tests will be held at the corner of 
Commonwealth avenue and Walnut 
street, Newtonville. On each of these 
days brakes will be tested from 9:30 
a. m. until 8:30 p. m.; lights will be 
tested from 8:30 p. m. until 10. No 
arrests will he made if brakes or lights 
are found to he defective. The tests 
are being made to give autoists of this 
vicinity an opportunity to check up on 
their equipment. 

On the many tests held so far, about 
40 per cent of the brakes on cars have 
been found defective, and from 75 to 
80 per cent of the cars examined had 
improperly focussed headlights. Such 
defective equipment is responsible for 
many fatal automobile accidents. 


HEAVY RAIN FLOODS STREETS 


One of the heaviest rainfalls in 
years caused much damage In this city 
late Monday afternoon and evening. 
The downpour overtaxed the capacity 
of the catch basins and drains, and 
many streets were flooded, including 
River, Homer, Walnut, Austin, Auburn, 
Harvard, Linden, Eliot, Concord and 
Wetherell streets. Cave-ins occurred 
on Cherry and Waltham streets. The 
cellar of the new block on Washington 
street West Newton occupied by Sti- 
mets Market and other stores was flood- 
ed with water as were other cellars in 
different parts of the city. Many of 
the brooks became raging torrents. 
Laundry Brook almost reached the 
street level at Jackson road, and part 
of the fence opposite 189 Jackson 
road, was washed away. Hundreds 
of automobiles had their ignition 
equipment water-soaked, and many 
had to be towed to garages.

Mayor Childs Announces Ills Can 
didacy for R '‘-election 


Mayor Edwin O. Childs will be a 
candidate for re-election at the muni 
cipal election next December. A 
couple of days ago a member of the 
GRAPHIC stair asked the Mayor, 
"Will you be a candidate for Mayor 
at the coming election?” Mr. Childs 
replied, “A great many of my friends 
are asking me the same question, and 
the answer is, ’That I intend to be a 
candidate.’ ” 

In past years the Mayor has been 
criticised by many of his friends for 
not announcing his candidacy until 
the eleventh hour. His statement at 
this time that he will again be in the 
field, will tend to clarify the situation 
as regards the coming Mayoralty 
fight (if there will be a fight) and will 
enable the other possible candidates 
to reach a decision as to whether, or 
not, they will enter the contest. 


WORK ON NEW WELL HELD UP 

The new well at the water reserva 
lion at Needham, which was supposed 
to be adding in its quota of aqua pura 
to Newton’s supply ere now. is still 
not completed. The heavy rains of 
the past few weeks have so saturated 
the terrain above the water reserva- 
tion, that the 10 inch pump which 
was installed at the well to pump it 
sufficiently low, so as to permit the 
placing in positon of the permanent 
pump in the well, has been unable to 
cope with the task. Another pump, 
an 8 inch, has been obtained, and will 
be received Saturday. Between this 
and the 10 inch pump, together with 
the expectation that some dry weath 
er will follow, it should take but a 
few days to install the pumping ma- 
chinery in the well. Then, a large ad 
dition of excellent water is promised 
to the supply coming in to the New- 
ton water mains.

The players fielding 
tile hall also had a circus because it 
took supreme effort and lots of 
tplashing to reach it although it 
might not have been more than three 
or four yards away.

Assistant Fire Chief George F. Stacy Honored by His 
Associates and Friends 


George K. Stacy. Assistant Chief of 
the Newton Fire Department per- 
formed his last active duty as a mem- 
ber of the Newton Fire Department on 
Monday night. Shortly after 8 o’clock 
he received a telephone call from 
Chief Clarence Randlett asking him 
to report at 429 Centre street. New- 
ton, as a bolt of lightning had struck 
the building at that address, and he 
was wanted to examine the struc- 
ture. Asst. Chief Stacy’s car was sent 
to his residence with his chauffeur 
Carl Aschelbach and Captain Bert 
Boothby of Engine 2. The chief has- 
tened to 429 Centre street and rushed 
up the darkened stairs, flashlight in 
hand. He was told that the bolt had 
raised havoc in Elks Hall, so into the 
hall he hurried. As he reached the 
door of the hall, the electric lights 
there flashed on, George King’s or- 
chestra started the familiar strains of 
"Hail. Hall, the Gang's All Here," and 
150 lusty voices burst forth into the 
chorus. Stacy stood bewildered: his 
face grew pale. If ever a man was 
surprised, he was. Propelled by Cap- 
tain Boothby and W. Uriah Fogwill, 
the assistant chief was guided to a 
seat at the head table between Mayor 
Childs and Chief Randlett as the gath- 
ering finished the song and then gave 
him three rousing cheers. It was with 
difficulty that he restrained his emo- 
tions. Mayor Childs explained to him 
that those present had assembled for 
the purpose of paying honor to the 
assistant chief of the Newton yire De- 
partment on the eve of his retirement 
after nearly 45 years of service. The 
guest of the evening and his hosts 
then proceeded to partake of an ex- 
celent banquet served by Caterer J. 
Vincent Murray of Newton Centre. 

While the dinner was in progress. 
Box 7 came in. and Chief Randlett 
went out. The box was sounded for a 
fire in the tailor shop at 61 Union 
street. Newton Centre, owned by J. 
H. Taylor and Company. The blaze 
was started by a short circuit in a 
radio set and caused damages esti- 
mated at about $2000. 

Following the dinner Mayor Childs 
thanked Wm. U. Fogwill and those 
who had assisted him in arranging the 
affair, and also all those present who 
co-operated to make it a success. He 
stated that the gathering was a cross- 
section of citizens of Newton, friends 
of the retiring Assistant Chief, who 
had assembled to express their appro- 
val of his service and his manliness. 
The Mayor told how Mr. Stacy had 
been offered the position of Chief of 
of the Newton Fire Department to suc- 
ceed the late Chief Walter Randlett. 
but that he had refused, because he 
did not think it would be fair to the 
city to slide in on a bigger salary for 
a couple of years, and then retire on 
a larger pension. Mr. Childs said 
th;it this act of Chief Stacy's was char- 
acteristic of the man’s unselfishness. 

The Mayor paid a tribute to the ef- 
ficiency of the Newton Fire Depart 
ment. asserting that it stands for ef- 
ficiency. but not that type of efficiency 
which takes the heart out of men. He 
informed the gathering “that it had 
been his intention to call on Chief 
Randlett as the first speaker, but 'jo- 
cause of the departure of the Chi.f to 
the fire at Newton Centre, he -vould 
call on Chief Johnson of the Waltham 
Fire Department. Chief Johnson snok* 
of the friendly relations existing be- 
tween his force and that of Newton, 
and of the mutual assistance each ren- 
dered to the other. He assured Mr. 
Stacy that he possesses the 'ove and 
respect of the men in both depart- 
ments, and their best wishes for the 
future. 

The second speaker was Chief 
“Jack” Ahearn of the Watertown Fire 


Department. Chief Ahearn remarked 
that where he was sitting was a 
helluva place for a Democrat to be, 
with two such stalwart Republicans as 
Sinclair Weeks and Leverett Salton- 
stall seated on either side of him. He 
commended those present for showing 
their appreciation of Chief Stacy while 
the latter is alive, as mo t men are 
not appreciated until aft«-r ;ney have 
passed on. He brought th - * greetings 
of the Watertown Department to the 
guest of the evening, and wished him 
many years of happiness. 

Representative Leverett Saltonstall 
was next introduced, and a life- 
long resident of Newton praised the 
efficiency of the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment as a big factor in making New- 
ton the desirable city of homes that 
it is. The next man to be called upon 
to speak was President Sinclair Weeks 
of the Board of Aldermen. He com- 
mented “that most persons pass out of 
active service with but little notice 
taken of their going: few ret such a 
tribute as Asst. Chief Stacy." Accord- 
ing to Mr. Weeks. Newton has one of 
the best fire departments in this State. 
He stated that the retirement of Mr. 
Stacy will not end his usefulness to 
this city. Mr Weeks, who is an offi- 
cial of the Boston National League 
Baseball Club, presented Mr. Stacy 
with a season pass to the grounds of 
that club, and intimated that this 
pass can be renewed from year to 
year. 

Chief Neary of the Natick Fire De- 
partment expressed the hope that 
when he retires he will be held in 
the same high esteem as is manTest- 
ed for Mr. Stacy. Deputy Chief Fur- 
ton Steele of the Springfield Fire De- 
partment said “that Chief Stacy is 
loved and admired most by those who 
know him best.” Chief Hill cf the 
Belmont Fire Department told of .he 
willingness of Mr. Stacy to be he pful 
at all times. Ex-Chief Fiske of the 
Framingham Department added his 
tribute by telling that Mr. Stacy is 
genial at all times. Ex-Alderman Jus- 
tin McCarthy, who had just arrived 
from San Francisco, and Street Com- 
missioner Stuart, also added their 
praise of the “lion of the occasion.” 

Wm. Uriah Fogwill. who was respon- 
sible for the testimonial to Chief Sta- 
cy. was introduced as the "greatest 
fence viewer in Massachusetts.” Mr. 
Fogwill told of his 29 years service 
with the Newton Fire Department, 
both as a call man and a permanent 
fireman. He reminisced on the good 
times that Mr. Stacy and he have had 
together. 

Mayor Childs paid a tribute to the 
memory of the late Louis Ross when 
he asked the gathering “to stand in 
silence for a minute as a tribute to 
one who would be here, were he 
alive.” 

. The Mayor told of the regret of the 
men of the Newton Fire Department 
that their Assistant Chief is retiring, 
and in behalf of the members of the 
department, presented Mr. Stacy with 
a gold watch and chain, togerher with 
a watch charm containing the Odd Fel- 
lows emblem on one side, and the Elks 
emblem on the other. Asst. Chief Stacy 
responded, saying that the affair was 
a real surprise, that he felt thrilled all 
over, and that he wished to tender his 
thanks to all. He commented that the 
pass he had been given by Alderman 
Weeks is a wonderful gift which he 
will make constant use of. He told of 
his pleasant associations with the men 
of the Newton Fire Department, and 
he hoped that his “game leg" will suf- 
ficiently improve to permit him visit- 
ing his old friends in other cities and 
towns.

glee to the advancement of ocean air 
travel. 

Incorporated in the ideas of the lo- 
cal mnn are principles of both boating 
and flying. The hull of the craft is 
like a racing stepped hydroplane with 
wings that will lift it a few feet above 
the surface of the water. The con- 
cave forward part of the plane will 
cut through the hard air-cushion be- 
tween the surface of the water and 
the V-shaped bottom of the flying boat 
at an average rate of 100 miles per 
hour. Hull friction has been eliminat- 
ed in order that whirlwind speed can 
he developed at a height of but two 
feet from the surface of the water. 
Power is furnished by an airplane 
motor mounted on the deck, aft be- 
tween the two wings. The wings are 
concaved underneath and bowed back 
into sharp points. When at full speed 
the main bearing comes on the wing 
tips and the tail. Stability in all 
kinds of weather is maintained by the 
shape of the wings and the manner in 
which the bow of the plane cuts the 
air. When a long stretch of calm 
water is found it can plane like a 
speed-boat and fly just above the roll- 
ing waves. 

Within a short time a 50-foot test 
boat will be built with a 200 H.P. air- 
plane motor. This is the length of a 
unit, ten or more of which will make 
up the transoceanic craft. These 
units will provide cabin accommoda- 
tions with motors on the bottom of 
each unit bringing the total horse- 
power up to about 25,000. Mr. Ruhe 
can pick up a ready-made motor for 
the single unit for the coming trial 
trip, but the motors to be used in the 
10-unit craft will have to be designed 
especially for that use. 

If, as Mr. Ruhe expects, the single 
unit meets the requirements of speed 
and stability a new and wonderful 
means of transatlantic travel is on 
the verge of discovery. The inventor’3 
design is based upon sound principles 
of aeronautics and naval architecture 
and will revolutionize one of the chief 
problems of the science of today. Sea- 
sickness and much danger will be 
eliminated by the new low-flying 
speedboat proposed by the local resi- 
dent.

Brian Boru Recognized 

as Ruler of Ireland 

The O'Briens and many other dls 
tinguisbed Irish families claim ns thetr 
ancestor Brian Born, king of Ireland 
from 1002 to 1014. This warlike ffiOn 
arch, says n writer In the Kansas City 
Star. Is regarded ns the popular hero 
of early Irish history nml the stories 
told about Ills reign have led to Its 
being regarded as a sort of golden nge. 
Brian passed Ids youth fighting tlx 1 
Dunes, who were constantly ravaging 
Munster, northern part of the holding 
of Brian’s tribe, nod lie won much 
fame for the dashing brilliancy of 
these encounters. Me was still quite 
young when lie avenged the slaying 
of Ids brother, u tribal king, and lie 
came a ruler himself. Setting out on 
a career of conquest, he forced virtu- 
ally every Irish tribe to acknowledge 
him ns Its chief, and during the lust 
12 years of Ids life lie was regarded 
us the king of Ireland. Then the 
Duties made an effort to re-establish 
their supremacy and some of Brian's 
enemies Joined the Invaders. In 25 
battles, however, he displayed such In- 
domitable lighting spirit that the 
Danes were id) but vanquished, and 
finally, at the buttle of Clotitnrf, in 
1014, the victory was made decisive. 
Brian, then eighty three years old. was 
able only to advise on the maneuvers 
from Ids tent, where, after the victory 
laid been won, lie was killed. To this 
day many pilgrimages are made to 
Armagh, which tradition makes his 
burial place. 


Evidence That Tigers 

Select Human Victim 

Man-eating tigers of the Indian jun- 
gles sometimes appear to single out 
u certain person und go after him, Ig- 
noring all others until they get him, 
points out Gen. Willium Mitchell, the 
noted flying officer, in an article in 
Liberty. The general tells a story to 
illustrate his point. 

“A native became separated from 
Ids companions in the jungle und was 
chased by n tiger,” lie writes. “He 
succeeded in climbing into u tree, 
while the tiger remained on wutch 
below. 

“After a while,” General Mitchell 
continues, “ids companions, noting ids 
absence und suspecting that a tiger 
might liuve killed him, returned, mak- 
ing u great racket by beating drums 
so as to keep the tiger away. 

“The man descended and Joined ids 
companions. They were walking 
quietly, single file, through the jungle, 
when suddenly there was a flash of 
orange and black and the doomed 
man was carried off by the tiger. It 
is related, also, that this man was the 
fattest of the group.” 


Thunderstorm’s Beginning 

The thunderstorm is owing to the 
rapid vertical convection of air con- 
taining a large amount of water va- 
por. The lower air must, therefore, 
he rutlier warm, say 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit or over, else it would not 
carry the requisite umount of water 
vapor, and the temperature must de 
crease rnllicr rapidly with increase of 
height, else there would be but litle 
or no convection. In the summer time 
the humidity in Oregon und Washing 
ton is rather low. lienee thunder- 
storms generally ure improbable. In 
the winter time, when most of t lie 
rains come, the surface commonly is 
too cool to set up vigorous vertical 
convection. Hence thunderstorms ure 
iiot likely. Thunderstorms are not fre- 
quent in Oregon and Washington any 
time of the year. 


Ravages of Hurricane 

A West ludiuu hurricane means 
days of anxiety to the inhabitants of 
the southern const cities. The gov- 
ernment gets reports of the approach 
ing storms long before^ they reach the 
American const. When the storm 
strikes it may demolish sea walls, tear 
down telegraph and telephone wires, 
uud destroy buildings and ships ut 
anchor In the harbors. Galveston, 
Charleston and other cities liuve pujd 
dearly in the past for their unpre- 
paredness. 

In a single season u hundred vessels, 
large and small, have been wrecked, 
n thousand buildings seriously duin- 
aged, scores of lives lost and hundreds 
of miles of sea walls, docks and tele- 
graph wires destroyed.

The box-elder, or asli-leaved maple, 
Is to he distinguished by Its ash-like 
leaves of three to five leaflets on a 
single stalk, coarsely toothed and 
usually deep green, says the American 
Tree association of Washington. D. C. 
The bark on the trunk resembles that 
of the ash, and Is light brownish 
grny, with narrow, shallow furrows. 
The young twigs are a light olive 
green. — Nature Magazine.

BUILDING SLOWER 

THAN LAST YEAR 


The report of the Public Buildings 
Department for July shows that 147 
permits were Issued during the 
month. Of these 35 were for single 
dwellings, seven for double dwellings, 
54 for garages, three for stores, one 
for a gas station, one for a school, and 
45 for alterations on buildings. The 
total value of all this new construc- 
tion was estimated at $880,945. The 
permits by Wards were: Ward 1, 10; 
Ward 2, 20; Ward 3, 25; Ward 4, 21; 
Ward 5, 26; Ward 6, 40; Ward 7, 5. 

For the first seven months of this 
year 863 building permits have been 
granted for new buildings and altera- 
tions; the value of the construction 
done under these permits was set at 
$4 804,384. For the corresponding 
period in 1926. S70 permits were 

granted, calling for 
valuo of $4,957,384.

CAMP NEWS

Everywhere the campers are taking 
on that healthy color and boys nnd 
girls are beginning to gain that quality 
that the world calls self reliance, or 
manliness, or womanliness ns the case 
may be. In other words the era of 
the command nnd the order Is being 
done away with since the campers 
themselves endeavor to do without be- 
ing told. In consequence the council- 
lor and his charges are much closer 
together than at any other time nnd 
the pleasures that they partake of are 
largely extemporaneous which adds to 
the fun. Directors are looking at the 
season in the measure of what haB 
been accomplished, and are making 
their plans to do this or that better. 
All In all camp has come to that stage 
where It is a happy family and the in- 
terests of all are the Interests of any 
one camper. 

At Wampanoag one of the biggest 
features of the Field Day, which Is the 
final round up of the camp’s activi- 
ties, Is the military drill. Every camp- 
er must take part In It, and as a result 
the youngsters find that when they 
get home their muscles function bet- 
ter, they are used to obeying a spoken 
command with a snap, and they carry 
themselves erect and with a conscious 
belief that they are real Americans. 
The instructor always has to begin 
with raw material as all the new boys 
afe unused to the system employed, 
and in the end the famp always has a 
fine array when they march to the 
sound of the bugle corps. The shield 
for excellence Is won In open competi- 
tion on Field Day. The instructor 
stands before the company and gives 
the military orders with all the pre- 
cision of an army officer, and one by 
Dne the boys fall by the way side as 
they neglect some slight requisite that 
the trained eye finds. Finally the last 
one is judged the winner of one of the 
most beautiful shields that any camp 
ever has at its disposal. The instruc- 
tor this year Is Janney Hull who re- 
ceived his military training at Vir- 
ginia Military Institute, the second 
best military academy In the country. 

On the Idlewild Intermediate ball 
team Eliot Robinson of Newton High- 
lands played a splendid game against 
Passaconaway. He had three assists 
without an error, and, although he 
failed to hit safely, he showed a good 
eye for the ball. Since he still has 
some time to spend In grammar school 
he should Improve a great deal and 
become a valuable addition to a ball 
team at a later date. 

One of the larger and better camps 
for girls is that in Fairlee, Vermont, 
which carries on its banners the In- 
dian name of Wynona. The camp pro- 
per is located on Lake Morey and It 
is hero that all the aquatic events 
take place. Every Saturday the girls 
enter Into some sort of water competi- 
tion, thus the spur throughout the 
week is to gain something in the way 
of skill and stamina and hence win 
more honors the following week end 
The entire camp is divided into two 
parts which are given the warlike 
names of the Army and the Navy. 
Around these two divisions is built 
the whole scheme of competition. On 
Wednesday the girls fight it out on 
land while thoy practise all during the 
week on their various events. Among 
the subjects that they take up at 
Wynona are the common subjects 
hockey, basketball, baseball, volley 
ball, canoeing, dancing but they also 
indulge In horseback riding, camp 
craft and art work of all sorts. In 
short all that other camps have to 
offer this camp offers on the largest 
possible scale, and has the best of In- 
structors. It also supplies many mod- 
ern conveniences tha't other camps un- 
fortunately overlook, in the way of 
electricity In the main buildings, and 
running water in at least one or two 
places on the camp grounds. The aim 
of the spirit of competition that takes 
place at this camp is that at the end 
of the year the winning the most 
points receives a large silver cup as 
a reward for their work. Newton has 
a reasonably large delegation of girls 
at this Green Mountain camp, tor we 
find the following names registered as 
attendants at Wynona: Helen Thomp- 
son, Helen Morgan, Virginia Kimball, 
Barbara Lester, Betty Baldwin, Lu- 
cille Defren, Faith Foster, and Vir- 
ginia Pratt, and Thelma Colton. Helen 
Thompson has one of the leading roles 
at the camp for she Is captain of one 
of the teams, and consequently is one 
of the best all around athletes there. 

At Anawan on Lake WInnepesaukee 
there are two girls from the Newtons, 
Margaret Noble, and Helen Courtney. 
Margaret Noble Is a junior councillor 
and assists in tennis, a game that she 
has improved in remarkably since she 
has left high school. Anawan is 
splendid camp, and has a reputation of 
being the best run in the country along 
with Its larger rival Teela WookeC. 

At Passaconaway. the week’s events 
have mainly been thoso of the compe- 
tition for the shields, and Burton 
Woodward won the junior canoeing 
shield without a great deal of opposi- 
tion.

The weekly meeting of the Rotary 
Club was held as usual on Monday at 
the Woodland Golf Club. The chief 
guest and speaker was Mr. George F. 
A. Mulcahy, master of the Suffolk 
County house of correction at Deer 
Island, and his subject was "Penal 
Institutions.’’ Mr. Mulcahy was for- 
merly connected with the Concord 
Reformatory staff of authorities be- 
fore taking his present position. 
Between 500 and 700 prisoners are un- 
der sentence at the Deer Island prison 
all of whom are men. Some years ago 
women were sentenced to that Institu- 
tion but now thoy are sent to other 
penitentiaries. 

Many who are sentenced down the 
harbor could be put upon the right 
road when released, by the proper co- 
operation of the public and the vari- 
ous societies dealing with the uplift- 
ing of unfortunates, in the opinion of 
the prison master. Committees could 
be formed to develop a plan whereby 
the prisoner, upon being released 
from jail, could get started upon the 
right road. Many of those who are 
thus released are branded as crimi 
nals and nothing is done to help thorn 
throw off the yoke. When a man Is 
sentenced to Deer Island for a minor 
crime or a first offence he cannot help 
but make contacts with other crimi- 
nals tfTere for moro serious offences 
and In many cases the former is re- 
leased with a grudge against society, 
causing him to go even further in his 
criminal career. Mr. Mulcahy praised 
the probation system but felt that 
many of tho judges of today were lax 
In not dealing severely with first of- 
fenders. In this connection ho said 
that If the punishment for the first 
offence were severe enough It would 
make many of the minor offenders 
think twice before attempting u 
criminal act again.

The 
Rotaryanns have also been Invited to 
attend.

NEWTON OF YESTERDAY 


The accompanying picture is a view 
of Hyde's Rlock taken about 1890. 
This block was owned by the Hyde 
family, whose ancestors were among 
the earliest sett ers at Newton Cor- 
ner. The roof of the old Hyde home- 
stead can be seen above the top or 
the little one-story building to the 
right of E. E. Barnes’ shoe store. The 
old Hyde Block with its mansard roof 
was purchased by R. H. Taylor of 
Worcester in the early 90’s and razed 
to make room for the present Stevena 
Building. Where it was located is 
now occupied by the real estate office 
of J. E. Callahan, Briggs Cigar Store, 
the Newton Lunch and Hudson’s Drug 
Store. When the Hyde Block was 
town down, the city took part of the 
property to widen Nonantum Square, 
including that corner of the building 
containing the front of Barnes Shoe 
Shop and most of the land where the 
one-story building stood. 

The hardware store conducted by C. 
H. Campbell was started about I860 
by Joseph H. Adams, who resided on 
Jefferson street. After some years he 
sold out the store to Paine & More- 
house. Later. Mr. Morehouse acquired 
sole ownership of the store, and in 
IS86 sold it to Mr. Campbell, who ran 
it until 1910, when he was succeeded 
by his son, George Campbell. The 
store is now run under the firm name 
of C. H. Campbell Company; George 
Campbell is president, and Albert 
Douglas, treasurer. The MeCammon 
and the Barnes stores both sold shoes, 
and naturally there was some keen 
competition with two competitors lo- 
cated side by side. The horse and 
wagon in front of the building, as 
shown in the picture, were the prop- 


erty of Stephen Holmes, formerly a 
veil known builder of Newton Corner. 

The little building to the right of 
Hyde’s Block contained Davis’ Bakery 
•Imp, and “Neddy’’ Darron’s barber 
hop. “Neddy” was a little mulatto, 
and a very goo 1 barber. He had one 
on, Herbert. “Herbie,” as a boy, as- 
pired to become a tonsorlal artist and 
io acquire practice gave free shaves 
to “kids” of his acquaintance, al- 
though such "kids” at the tender age 
of ten, or so, did not possess very 
heavy beards to furnish the best of 
training for “Herbie.” At that time 
George Dixon was in his prime as a 
pugilist, one of the cleverest boxers 
who ever lived. Many of the boys 
of that day were great admirers or 
Dixon, who was a mulatto, and n na- 
tive of either Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick. Naturally young Darron 
looked upon Dixon as a hero, and had 
aspirations to emulate him.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


Many of the street drains In Newton 
wore constructed scores of years ago. 
Since then the city has grown to sev- 
eral times the population it lmd then, 
and hundreds of new streets have been 
laid out. Some of the old drains are 
now supposed to take care of many 
timcH the amount of surface water 
that they hnd to carry when they 
were built 50 or 60 years ago. Ordi- 
narily they do so; but in a storm such 
as occurred on Monday evening they 
cannot hold the tremendous volume of 
water that flows into the gutters, and 
many streets become flooded for a time. 
Perhaps when Newton gets caught up 
In its school building program, and 
builds some modern streets, larger 
drains can he laid where needed. In- 
cidentally, it Is about time that some- 
thing was heard about the much need- 
ed new fire house at Newton Corner. 

The intention of members of the 
American Legion from Newton who 
will make the trip to France, to deco 
rate the graves of the Newton hoys 
buried over there, will recall to many 
who were with the A. E. F. some of the 
crude decorations and markers placed 
on rough graves by loving comrades 
of soldiers who were burled where they 
fell. In the shell torn region about 
Verdun, along the road from Chateau 
Thierry toward the Vesle, all through 
the battle area, could he seen little 
wooden crosses, rudely made, but beau 
tiful because of the inscriptions on 
them which showed that they had been 
made and placed by some buddy of the 
dead soldier whose remains lay under 
neath On many of these crosses tlie 
helmet of the buried soldier was placed. 
Unfortunately, after the Armistice, 
when the sightseers started to circu- 
late through the war zone, these hel- 
mets were quickly taken as souvenirs. 

When we visited tlie "Trench of the 
Rifles” at Verdun, where projected 
above ground the rifle barrels of the 
platoon of French infantrymen, who 
were suddenly buried alive when this 
section of trench was blown in on top 
of them, but two bayonets remained 
affixed in the rifles. Tlie others had 
been taken by contemptible souvenir 
hunters. Subsequently tills trench was 
covered by a concrete structure, opened 
at the sides and ends to permit a view 
of the projecting rifles, but securing 
the rifles from the greedy hands or 
unreeling souvenir (lends, some of 
whom had even pulled these mute re- 
minders of one of the tragedies of the 
great war from the dead hands of the 
heroes in the engulfed trench, before 
the French government stopped the 
contemptible depredations.

ARTICLE No. 18 


In a number ol these articles, the 
writer has pointed out that when a 
hand contains a singleton or void suit, 
a suit bid is much preferable to a no- 
trump. The reason for this is very 
apparent. The opponent s have the open- 
ing lead and it is almost a certainty 
that they will lead your weal: suit. 
Against a no-trump bid, a clever oppo- 
nent w ill pass and open his strong suit. 
If you bid a suit, however, he willover- 
bid with his strong suit and you will 
thus gain valuable information. The 
modern tendency is undoubtedly for 
suit bids rather than no-trump. For ex- 
ample, suppose that, as dealer, you held 
the following hand: 

Hearts - A, K, 10. 4 
Clubs — 7, 2 
Diamonds — K, 9, 3 
Spades — A, K, 10, 7 
Should you bid no-trump ot one ol your 
four card suits? A modern up-to-date 
player would bid one spade and see 
what happens If your opponents bid 
clubs, show your heart suit. If your 
partner bids clubs, bid no-truinp. The 
object of all sound bidding is to obtain 
the best bid for the combined hands — 
that is, of twenty-six cards, not thirteen ; 
and the suit bids obtain that result 
much better than no-trump bids. 

The following hands are instructive 
because they contain principles of bid- 
ding that occur very frequently. Study 
them carefully until sure you under- 
stand the principles involved.

Every once in a while you will hold 
a hand with which, by a little quick 
thinking, you can make a big gain. For 
example, suppose your partner bids one 
no-trump and second hand passes, what 
would you do if you held the following 
hand?

If this bid should be made 
and vour partner passes, you are not 
strong enough either to bid two no- 
trump or double. On the other hand, if 
’ou bid two no-trump, it is very un- 
ikely that fourth hand will be strong 
enough to bid three of a suit but if he 
does you should double. A bid of two 
no-trump with the hand given will 
score game, but if you pass, fourth hand 
would have bid two hearts and game 
then becomes impossible. Be on the 
alert for such hands and don’t hesitate 
to bid two no-trump when there is a 
good reason for doing so. 

The writer has frequently warned his 
readers of the dangers of preemptive 
bids unless properly used. Here is a 
hand that illustrates the point:

If there were no score, ruober game, 
what would you bid with Z's hand as 


dealer? This hand is not one with which 
to make a preemptive bid of five clubs. 
It has too much strength in the side 
suits and thus contains too many possi- 
bilities both as a no-trump proposition 
and as an assisting hand for partner to 
justify an opening bid of five clubs. The 
proper bid is unquestionably one club 
and see what happens. If your partner 
overbids and he certainly will if he has 
anything in his hand, you can always 
bid no-trump, if advisable, or rebid 
your clubs. The one club bid is much 
more flexible than no-trump because it 
ives a much better chance to find the 
est bid of the combined hands than 
the no-trump bid. It is an interesting 
hand and should be carefully noted. 

Here is a most unusual hand in that 
there is only one way to make game. 
See if you can figure it out.

How cnine the bank of England to 
he built?

Rooksby Steele, a 
well-known London architect, supplies 
the answers In an article on the archi- 
tectural history of Britain's bullion 
house. Many think that Sir John 
Soane, the wlxard <>f Lincoln’s Inn 
lields, Infill the bank. His are the 
girding walls, but In the raising of the 
fabric three other mimes — those of 
Sampson, Taylor and Cockerell — have 
to he Joined. Mercer’s hull, Cheapside. 
was the hank's first home; hut u 
quick move was made to the Grocer's 
hull, in Poultry, and it was not until 
1752 that the foundation stone of the 
present hank was laid. George Samp 
son Wits the first architect, and It is 
curious that no building, other than 
the bank, can be attributed to his 
hand, a writer In the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer comments. In the cornice ex- 
tending the full length of the build- 
ing, Taylor sculptured an excellent 
figure of Britannia, some years after 
the completion of the building. “This

First Rude Telescope 

Evolved by Accident 

When the son of n Sixteenth cen- 
tury spectacle maker in Holland 
picked up some spectacle lenses In Ids 
father’s shop one dny and happened 
to hold up two of them, one in each 
hand, he was surprised on looking 
through both lenses to see the weath- 
ercock on a neighboring church 
steeple greatly enlarged. Excited h.v 
tills discovery, lie ran to his father 
nnd told him wlmt he had seen. The 
father immediately took the two 
lenses and repeated the experiment. 
The result confirmed his boy's report 
and the father set to work at oiu-e. 
fixing two movable tenses on a hoard 
—an idea suggested to him by the 
varying view lie had obtained by mov- 
ing the lenses in Ids hands — and thus 
the first rude telescope came Into 
being. Shortly after the news of this 
discovery had leaked out, a friend 
wrote to Galileo in Italy describing 
the contrivance of the Dutch optician 
and it was from this description that 
tlu* Italian Inventor Iniilt the tele- 
scope that made Idm famous — New- 
castle Weekly Chronicle. 


Cape Horn 

Gen. William T. Sherman wrote In 
Ids Memoirs that Cape Horn was an 
island rounded like an oven, “after 
which it takes its name (Ornos) 
oven.” However, lie wus in error, for 
the Spanish word for oven Is “homos," 1 
though it is pronounced without the 
“ir sound. The island to which Slier 
man referred is known as Horn island 
and the actual cape is only a portion 
of the island, says the Pathfinder 
Magazine. But the cape did not get 
its name because of its resemblance 
to an oven. It was named for the 
I’m' H i navigator William Schouten van 
l haii’ii who, with Lemnire, doubled the 
cape in iGIfi. Horn is an anglicized 
form of Hoorn. In Spanish it is 
called Calm do Homos. No wonder 
Sherman was misled, for literally Cabo 
de llornos would mean cape of ovens; 
that is. it would according to the form, 
did it not have a different origin.

On the police records of Newton is 
the name of a man who on numerous 
occasions during a long period of years 
has been arrested for drinking too 
copiously of the cup that cheers, or 
saddens. Many years ago. when the 
old horse-drawn patrol wagon was In 
use. this individual got soused and 
was taken into custody. The wagon 
was called for and despatched to bring 
him to police headquarters. The police 
officer who went on the wagon that 
night was a husky individual, who in 
his day could, and did. handle the 
"toughest" of them in this city. 

When the wagon arrived at the box 
where the arresting officer awaited 
with his inebriated prisoner, it was 
found that the latter had in his posses- 
sion a basket of large, very ripe Con- 
cord grapes. The "soused one" and 
his fruit were loaded into the wagon 
and the trip to West Newton begun. 
During the journey the inebriated per- 
son perked* up somewhat and started 
to become abusive to the policeman 
on the wagon. Finally he became so 
nasty that the "cop” decided he should 
be somewhat tamed. Not wishing to 
inflict any physical punishment on the 
troublesome prisoner, the wagon offl 
eer thought of a very effective way of 
controlling him. Reaching into the 
basket, the policeman seized a large 
bunch of the juicy Concord grapes and 
squashed them on the face of the quar- 
relsome drunk. The latter very quick- 
ly quieted down, but during the rest 
of the journey kept gurgling his indig 
nation, as he sputtered through the 
grape juice. 

When the wagon and its prisoner 
reached Police Headquarters and the 
drunk was taken in to be booked, the 
lieutenant at the desk gazed with 
fright at what seemed to be a man 
whose face was covered with blood, 
although said blood was somewhat 
purple in hue. The victim of the 
"grape juice" attack voiced his pro- 
tests. but received little sympathy 
when it was discovered by the lieuten- 
ant that he needed soap and water, 
instead of a surgeon. 

According to information furnished 
to Governor Fuller by one of the lead 
ers of the Sacco- Vanzetti Defence Com- 
mittee. $325,000 was raised to defend 
these two doomed men.

HOSPITAL NOTES 


There were 91 patients in the hos- 
pital for the week ending July 30 of 
whom 31 paid as much as the cost of 
care or more, 33 paid less than cost of 
care and 27, including babies, were 
free patients. 

The outpatient department treated 
126 cases, the eye clinic 4 and there 
were 18 accident cases. An even dozen 
of babies were born, 6 boys and 6 
girls. The social service department 
made four calls at homes and trans- 
ferred 11 patients in its car. 

July was a busy month at the hos- 
pital. There were 314 operating room 
cases, an average of more than ten 
a day, 164 x-ray cases, 64 accident 
cases and 15 cases treated by the 
eye clinic. During the month the hos- 
pital admitted 391 patients, discharged 
417, had as it daily average number 
of patients 106.45, 125 for its largest 
number on any one day and 85 as the 
smallest number. The outpatient de- 
partment treated 678 cases. Twenty- 
eight girl babies were born and 26 boy 
babies. Thirty-six calls at the hospital 
were made by the social service de- 
partment and 26 calls at homes. Thir- 
ty-two patients were transferred dur- 
ing the month by the social service 
car. 

Ten men, three women and five chil- 
dren made up the patients treated for 
accidents last week. Two men were 
treated for hands caught in a ma- 
chine and amputated Angers as a re- 
sult. Four men were hurt in falls. 
One cut his head falling off steps, an- 
other fell from a pol ;.nd wa 3 elec- 
trically burned on his nands and his 
hip bruised, the third fell from a truck 
and bruised a shoulder and the fourth 
fell off a load of hay and dislocated a 
shoulder. The other accidents to men 
were a hand cut by glass, accidental 
corrosive poisoning, a broken leg and 
cuts about one of the eyes. The ac- 
cidents to women were all breaks, one 
rib case, one leg case and one wrist 
case. Of the children one fell on a 
bucket and bruised its head, one fell 
on a 'milk bottle and wa 3 deeply cut 
in one of its wrists and another fell 
from a tricycle and cut its head, of 
the other two one was bitten by a dog 
on the arms and legs and the second 
stepped on a rusty nail and punctured 
a foot.

The food is a porridge thickened 
with meal made from the flesh of 
dried lizards. The wife, taking the 
lizard, kills it, dries the body in the 
sun, pounds it to u Hue powder with 
stones, then pours into his porridge 
tlie dose the misconduct of her hus- 
band appears to require. 

She is supposed to serve It to him 
when he comes in from hard labor, 
Is tired and hungry, liable to take the 
food and devour it without asking 
questions. The dried lizard powder 
porridge Is Hie antidote for divorce 
court troubles, and is said to work 
well among the people there. 

People of Mixed Blood 

The Meluugeous, u race of people 
said to be living in Hie mountains of 
east Tennessee, are supposed to be 
an offshoot of (lie so-called “Croutan 
Indians” of North Carolina. The name 
“Melungeon” is probably from the 
French “melange, ” meaning mixed. 
They are of mixed Indian, white and 
negro blood, according to ethnologists, 
although the original udtuixture ot 
blood occurred centuries ugo and the 
history of these people Is obscure. 
The Meluugeous, who in general re- 
semble Indians more than negroes or 
whiles, refuse to be classed as ue 
groes and refuse to attend negro 
schools an I churches.

Find Bronze in Copper 

Chemical analyses have revealed 
that much of the so-called bronze 
found In undent ruins or monuments 
Is not bronze at all but copper of a 
rather high degree of purity consider- 
ing the facilities for smelting the 
metal In those early days. This Is 
especially the case with such objects 
found In the oldest Egyptian and 
Mesopotamian remains. On the other 
hand the bronze bands from the gates 
of the palace of Shulnianesir II. are 
really bronze, containing about 0 per 
cent of tin. Copper, rather than 
bronze, Beems to have been the earli- 
est used metal. Iron was known to 
the ancient Egyptians but was so rnrs 
snd costly that it was used In jewelry.

Sunday morning we arrived at 
Deadwood, South Dakota, one of the 
numerous mining towns which have 
survived tho gold rush of fifty years 
ago. One of the Interesting facts 
about the town Is the celebration each 
year of the Spirit of 187(1, so to speak. 
For this event, which takes place early 
in August, most, If not all of the men 
in town form a Whiskers club and al- 
low their beards to grow. The efTect, 
to an outsider, Is rather humorous, as 
most men do not have the right kind 
of a face for beards. It speaks well 
for the community spirit of the town, 


four giguntic figures — Washington, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Roosevelt — 
tying up this history with South Da- 
kota. Some idea of the immensity of 
this task may be had when It Is known 
that the head of Washington will be 
60 feet high, his nose alone will be 20 
feet In length. The figures will be 
full size. Mr. Borglum says the task 
will require four years, and he is now 
In Rapid City with his force to begin 
the great task. He humorously said 
that the figures were all In the moun- 
tain now, that all he had to do was to 
take out the stone.

illustrated his interesting and Informa- 
tive address with lantern slides show- 
ing how the work Is to be carried on.

Borglum, who Is at Rapid City to 
carve a national memorial in Rush- 
more mountain eternalizing four great 
figures in the nation’s progress— 
Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln and 
Roosevelt — explained the conception 
of the great monument. He pointed 
out tho regrettable fact that nowhere 
lu America was there a monument 
hat caught the real spirit of America. 
He referred to the Stone Mountain me- 
morial, which, he said, was conceived 
with the idea of forever cementing the 
friendships between North and South. 
In this connection he paid a high trib- 
ute to President Coolidge, saying that 
he has done more than any one man to 
forward tho groat idea. “His action 
in authorizing the coin that bears the 
head of Robert E. Loo was unique in 
history," said Mr. Borglum. “No other 
victor in all tho world’s history has 
over paid u tribute to tho vanquished." 

Mr. Borglum thou traced tho history 
or the Wost from the time a French- 
Canadian trapper had claimed what is 
now tho two Dakotas for Frunce iu 
1745, down through the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, tho annexation of Mexico and 
the acquiring of California and the 
Oregon country. On tho great moun- 
tain in the Hills he is going to carve 


signal ilres once blazed from the sum- 
mit of Scotts Bluff. Buffalo were 
chased all through the Valley, and an- 
telope and elk were numerous in the 
old days. A few miles east of Chini- 
.ioy Rock was fought a great battle 
with the Indians, in which the Indians 
massacred a score or more of prospect- 
.ve settlers. The spot is called Mas- 
sacre Canyon. The old Oregon Trail 
entering Nebraska at a point near 
Fairbury. Jefferson county, wound its 
way to the northwest, crossing the 
south fork of the Platte near North 
Platte, and continuing northwest 
through where Goring now stands, 
thence onward through Mitchell Pass 
to Fort Laramie, thence on to Fori 
Bridger and into the Oregon country. 

Wo urrived at Sidney early Thurs- 
day morning and after breakfast we 
learned that this little city had been 
one of the toughest places in tho en- 
tire West fifty years ago. it is now 
a clean and bright appearing town. 
At this place a parade of furmiug im- 
plements was prepared for our inspec- 
tion and must have proved most in- 
teresting to those acquainted with 
agriculture. Those machines, to a 
city bred man, were marvels of con- 
struction and wo were told they would 


condition, made no foVmal plans and 
allowed us to do as we chose — a most 
gratifying situation to most of us. We 
were told that three miles out of the 
city was the half-way mark between 
Boston and San Francisco, 1733 miles 
in either direction, and the ranch *at 
that point had been named "The 1733 
Ranch” because of that fact. 

A stop was made at the city of 
Grand Island, where lunch was served 
at the "pier," followed by a drive to 
the newly established Stolley Park. 
It was said that this park was created 
by a man named Stolley. who, having 
been told that no trees would grow in 
that country, made tho attempt and 
proved that trees would grow and 
grow luxuriantly. One of our edU »v 
friends from Nebraska told me that he 
knew Stolley and that both of them 
wore "furinsters,” a name given to 
those who were usually “against” the 
popular side of everything, it was on 
account of this characteristic that 
Stolley created the park. 

Iu the evening we were splendidly 
entertained at Hustings, the home of 
the beat known newspaper man of tii> i 
West, Adam Breede, who, by the way, 
is ulsu a noted big game hunter. Mr.

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ABOUT TOWN

Several times in the past two years 
we have told about the apparent lack 
of consideration by the management of 
the "Boston Elevated" for the com- 
fort of the people who must use the 
cars of this transportation corporation. 
We mentioned about the failure of the 
"Elevated” to equip the new cars run- j 
ninp from Watertown to Cambridge 
with window shades. Now, the cars 
running from Newton through Brigh- 
ton -to Boston, are in many cases with- 
out window shades. Apparently, as 
the old shades become worn out, no 
new shades are installed to replace 
them. The fact that the passengers in 
these cars are exposed to the glare of 
the sun, which is not only uncomforta- 
ble .but injurious to persons’ eyesight, 
seemingly does not concern the gentle- 
men controlling the "Elevated.” Pos- 
sibly, if the tnistees and the other 
"high Moguls” who dominate the "El- 
evated.” rode in the cars of this com- 
pany. rather than in automobiles or in 
steam trains, they would display a 
willingness to properly equip the 
"Elevated" cars with shades for the 
windows. 

The legion of automobile owners 
who must travel frequently on Wash- 
ington street, Newtonville. would ap- 
preciate the removal of the tracks of 
the Middlesex & Boston on Walnut 
street, at the intersection of Washing- 
ton street. 

The information has been spread 
“that ‘Bud’ Stillman and his bride will 
make their home in Boston while he 
attends the Harvard Medical School 
during the next few years.” It is to 
be hoped that all the Boston newspa- 
pers will show enough decency to re- 
spect the rights of this estimable 
young man and his wife, and refrain 
from giving them undesired publicity. 
The Stillman family has received all 
the notoriety that it should. It is 
‘•-titled to a respite from the lime- 
light. 

Commenting on our criticism in last 
week’s GRAPHIC of authomobile oper- 
ators who drive to the left of traffic 
signals placed at street intersections, 
a citizen remarked “that autoists mak- 
ing a left turn into Centre street from 
Hall street, are supposed to drive to 
the left of the traffic signal at that 
place, and perhaps get the idea that 
they can do the same at other street 
intersections. Centre street at Hall 
street is a o^e-way street, so that it 
is correct and safe for one to drive to 
the left of the signal, if making a left. 

Alderman Madden, in his arguments 
against the appropriation of money to 
purchase the “triangle” site as the 
location for a new city hall, asserted 
“that it will cost the taxpayers of 
Newton $250,000 more to erect the 
structure on that site than it will at 
West Newton.” He also contended that 
the estimates of the cost of the land 
there, and of the cost of erecting the 
building, have been placed at figures 
that do not tell the real story. If, as 
Alderman Madden states, Bulloughs 
Pond must have its level considerably 
lowered to enable a safe foundation to 
be constructed for the city hall on the 
boggy site at the "triangle.” a very 
appreciable sum will be added to the 
cost of Newton’s proposed new muni- 
cipal capltol. 

We hear many favorable comments 
on the attractive character of the 
building recently completed at 1286 to 
1294 Washington street, West Newton, 
by Bennett Rockman. If the other 
buildings which Mr. Rockman will 
shortly erect at West Newton will pre- 
sent equally pleasing exteriors, he will 
be entitled to the appreciation of West 
Newton residents for the improved 
condition of the business section of 
that village.

Breede provided a most interesting 
program, including a short but inter- 
esting drive through a modern, up-to- 
date city, a banquet and theatre party. 

Saturday was the last day of the offi- 
cial trip and was spent at Line >ln. 
the capital of the State. We paid a 
visit to the State Capitol, which is 
partially finished, and were received 
by Governor McMullen, who, by the 
way, had been with the party on the 
entire trip. The new Capitol building 
of Nebraska is admired by all who see 
it. The building will cost about $9,- 
000,000, not to exceed that amount, 
and is being built without a bond is- 
sue; the work is paid for as it pro- 
gresses. It will be, when completed, 
the most beautiful State Capitol in 
America. The ground for this great 
structure was broken April 15, 1922, 
and it will be a considerable period or 
time yet before the building is com- 
pleted. The State offices, however, 
were moved into the completed part of 
the new building in December, 1924. 
The length and width of the building 
is 437 feet. The height of the central 
tower when completed will be 400 feet. 
The total floor space from basement 
to top floor will be equivalent to 12 
acres. Bertram Grosvenor Goodhue 
is the architect; Lee Lawrien, sculp- 
tor; Augustus Vincent Tack, mural 
artist; Hildreth Meiere, tile designing 
artist, and Hartley B. Alexander, in- 
scriptions and symbols. 

It is hard to describe here details 
of the building. It can be said, how- 
ever, that the building represents the 
most vivid and original conception 
ever thought out in the field of Ameri- 
can art. It is an expression of Ne- 
braska’s purpose and ideals. A simple 
agricultural community has given to 
the world a distinctive architectural 
contribution which may be said to 
possess not a single frill. The geomet- 
rical setting of Nebraska’s prairies, 
with a simplicity of contour, forms the !

Interesting! Farts About Man For 
Whom School Is Named 


Newton has appropriated a large 
sum of money to build a new school 
on Dolphin road. In the Chestnut Hill 
section. Dolphin road Is a new street 
leading from Ward street on land for- 
merly known as the Harbach estate. 
But the land on which the John Ward 
school will be built, was for genera- 
tions owned by the Ward family, de- 
scendants of John Ward, one of the 
first settlers of Nowtowne. The first 
John Ward who came to this section 
was born In England In 1626. He was 
the oldest son of William Ward who 
had lands granted to him in the town 
of Sudbury in 1640. William Ward 
and those other hardy pioneers and 
their wives, who founded Sudbury, 
must have been courageous folk to set- 
tle miles removed from the town of 
Boston, surrounded by primeval for- 
ests and exposed to attacks from un- 
friendly Indians. But the rich bottom 
lands of the Sudbury River attracted 
these founders of the Colony. 

John Ward of Sudbury became a 
turner by trade and about 1650 he mar- 
ried Hannah Jackson, daughter of Ed- 
ward Jackson, Senior. Edward Jack- 
son was born in London in 1602, and 
his daughter Hannah was born in that 
city in 1631. He purchased lands in 
this section In 1643. Newton In those 
days was part of New Town, which 
was founded in 1631, and which in 
1638 after Harvard College had been 
established there, had Its name 
changed to Cambridge. In 1634 the 
settlers at New Town complained to 
the General Court that they required 
more land, especially meadow land, to 
provide for their needs, and they were 
given large grants of land on the south 
side of Charles River, including what 
is now Brighton and Newton. This 
territory was first referred to as "The 
south side of Charles River,” or called- 
by its Indian name, "Nonantum.” 
About 1654 it began to be called Cam- 
bridge Village. In 1679 it was set off 
from Cambridge, and until 1691 was 
known as New Cambridge by some of 
its inhabitants, and as New Town by 
olhers. The advocates of "New 
Town" petitioned the General Court in 
1691 to have the place designated by 
that name, and their petition was 
granted. So when John Ward mar- 
ried Hannah Jackson, and settled 
here, he became a resident of Cam- 
bridge, and ho was one of those who 
afterwards was partial to the name 
"New Cambridge,” rather than New 
Town. 

He built his dwelling on the south- 
west slope of Waban Hill, and his skill 
as a turner stood him well, for this 
dwelling was of such substantial con- 
struction that it was known as the 
"garrison house." and after standing 
for 170 years and sheltering seven gen- 
erations of Wards, it was demolished 
in 1821. The land on which this 
house was built, and 45 acres sur- 
rounding, were given to John Ward 
by his father-in-law. When Cambridge 
Village was set aside from its parent 
town in 1679, John Ward was chosen 
one of its first Selectmen, and held 
that office for nine years. In 1689 
ho was elected to the General Court 
as the first representative from New 
Cambridge, and he held this office for 
eight years. The first session he at- 
tended, lasted 54 days, and the town 
voted him one shilling and six pence 
per day for his services. 

To the 45 acres of land deeded him 
by Edward Jackson, John Ward a£ded 
by purchases other lands, until he 
owned about 600 acres. In 1701, seven 
years before his death, he distributed 
his lands by deeds of gift to his sons. 
To him and his wife were born thir- 
teen ahlldren, e^ght sons and five 
daughters. 

The first born son of John Ward was 
given his father’s name, but this child 
died in infancy. The next son to be 
born was likewise named John Ward. 
He followed in his father’s footsteps, 
serving as a Selectman of New Town 
for five years, and as a Representative 
to the General Court for ten years. He 
died in 1727 at the age of 69. His

Several upsets occurred during the 
past week of the Newton twilight 
league season. Upper Falls, winners 
of the first half were leading In the 
second half until last Friday night 
when they were defeated by the West 
Newton T. T. 8 to 4. The loss tumbled 
thorn into a tie for second place with 
the Highlanders as Corpus Christ! 
kept its slate clean by shutting out 
the Earnshaw Mills, 6 to 0 on the same 
evening, thereby taking undisputed 
possession of first place.

Newton Centre won a 7 to 3 game 
from the Y. M. C. A. the same night. 

Wednesday night the Corpus Christl 
Club and the Highlands Club put on 
the game originally scheduled for Mon- 
day. When the umpire called the 
game at dark the Southsiders were in 
front 1 to 0. This victory put them in 
first place and pulled the Corpus 
Christ! nine back to second. Upper 
Falls remained in third place and W. 
N. A. C. fourth. 

Last night Corpus Christl cut down 
the Highlanders lead to half a game 
by taking the Pals into camp, 4 to 1. 
At the West Newton Common the W. 
N. A. C. outfit was on the short end 
of the count but the defeat was 
chalked up as a win when the umpire 
again forfeited the game to the home 
team on the same grounds as on 
Tuesday. With the game half way 
over and with the West Newton Town 
Team leading them 3 to 0 the Y. M. C. 
A. staged a batting rally to win the 
game at dark by the score of 8 to 5. 
The victory was the first for the local 
association in the second half and it 
boosted them out of the cellar above 
the Earnshaw Mills team. 

The sixth week promises some hec- 
tic battles for the lead in the second 
half. While tho Highlands and Upper 
Falls team battle at Upper Falls to- 
night the Corpus Christl club hopes to 
tuck another victory under its belt at 
the expense of the Newton Centre 
team. This game will take place at 
Norumbega Park. Should the High- 
landers down Upper Falls it will push 
the latter into fourth place behind 
W. N. A. C. If the Highlands team 
loses It will bring them down to third 
place. Meanwhile Corpus Christi will 
be fighting for a win in order to jump 
into first place should the latter event 
occur.

New Englnnd Concrete IMpe Co. to 
Locate nt Newton Highlands 

The first development of the largo 
tract of marshy land between the 
Highlands and Upper Falls, and which 
is the only unrestricted area in the 
zoning system of Newton, is about to 
begin. Tho New England Concrete 
Pipe Company, a new corporation, has 
acquired eight acres of the tract, with 
a frontage of 700 feet on the tracks of 
the New Haven railroad. The prop 
erty was part of the land owned by 
Joseph J. Copplnger and Is situated 
between the property of Marshall 
Spring and the Holtzer-Cabot Com- 
pany. It is planned to begin the erec- 
tion of a factory to build the concrete 
pipe and an office building. It is ex- 
pected that about 76 men will be em- 
ployed by the new concern. The main 
building will be 2Q0 by 150 feet. 

Two spur tracks are proposed to 
be constructed from the New Haven 
road to serve not only the pipe factory 
hut also new warehouses which will 
be erected by Mr. Copplnger opposite 
his present buildings on Needham 
street. The officers of the new pipe 
company are Cleveland and New York 
men.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


These are quiet days at the hospital. 
For the week ending Aug. 6 there 
were in the hospital only 90 patients, 
of whom 25, or less than a third, paid 
as much as the cost of their care or 
more. 43 paid less than cost of care, 
and 22, including babies, were free 
patients. Six babies were born, four 
girls and two boys. The outpatient 
department treated 119 patients and 
there were 15 accident cases. The 
social service department made three 
calls at homes and transferred four 
patients in its car. 

Dog bites appear almost every week 
among the accident cases treated at 
the hospital. Of the eight men and 
seven children who were the accident 
patients last week, one, a young girl, 
was treated for extensive bites on 
both the arms and legs. One girl was 
treated for a splinter in her foot and 
another for a forehead cut in an auto- 
mobile accident. Of three boys treat- 
ed, one had a wrist broken in a fight, 
one fell and cut the corner of an eye 
and the third in a fall down a flight 
of steps broke both arms and was 
badly lacerated on the lips and gums. 
Of the men one was caught in a ma- 
chine and received extensive lacera- 
tion of an arm and its tendons, one 
had a broken ankle, another burns on 
the arm from hot ashes and the three 
others w'ere cases of bichloride poi- 
soning, sunstroke and alcoholism. 
One of the younger children treated 
fell out of bed and was cut about the 
forehead and the second had deep 
blisters on its hands.

CHARTER OBJECTION 


POST OFFICE CHANGE 


President Weeks Explains His Po- 
sition on This Important Matter 


The Night Mall to be Carried to 
Boston for Sorting 


In the GRAPHIC of July 29th was 
an editorial referring to the action of 
President Weeks of the Board of Al- 
dermen in ruling out of order the 
"charter objection” raised by Aider- 
man Hodgdon against the Elm street 
widening. This editorial stated that 
a charter objection cannot be set 
aside by any dictum of the chair, or 
be made the subject of an appeal from 
the ruling of the chair. 

In explaining why he had ruled the 
charter objection out of order, Mr. 
Weeks gave the following reasons: — 

The charter clearly provides that 
any ordinance, order or resolution may 
be passed through all its stages of leg- 
islation at one session, provided no 
member objects thereto; but if one or 
more members objects, the measure 
shall be postponed for that meeting. 

The charter objection raised by Al- 
derman Hodgdon would have been sus- 
tained by the Chair had it been raised 
during debate on the measure, or at 
any time prior to the vote. As a 
matter of fact, the alderman raised 
no charter objection during considera- 
tion of the measure, or prior to the 
vote. He actually voted “Yes” on the 
question when the roll was called. The 
vote was taken, counted, and an- 
nounced by the Chair no member hav- 
ing objected as provided by Section 11 
of the city charter. It was after this 
procedure that the charter objection 
was raised by Alderman Hodgdon. and 
immediately ruled out of order, as not 
applicable to a measure already dis- 
posed of by the Board. 

Mr. Weeks states, "I cannot from 
any standpoint interpret the City 
Charter, Section 11, as allowing a char- 
ter objection to be in order after an 
ordinance, order or resolution has 
passed through all its stages of legis- 
lation.” 


Starting Wednesday night mail 
dropped in all the mail boxes in the 
Newtons, as well as mail dropped in 
the boxes at the postoffices through- 
out the city, is being taken to tho 
postoffice at Stuart street in Boston 
to be worked. For many years clerks 
have been employed at the ^ewton 
postofflee to sort the outgoing mail 
collected In this city and Watertown 
by postmen. There were two night 
collections. Under the old method, 
when these collections were made, th^ 
first boxes were reached about 6:3u 
p. m.; on the late evening collection, 
the first boxes were reached at 8:30 
p m. During recent years, automo- 
biles have been used by the collectors 
With this method, the first boxes were 
reached at 6 p. m. on the early collec- 
tion, and at 9 p. m. on the late collec- 
tion. 

The early evening collection, in' the 
past, was despatched from Newton to 
Boston at 9 p m. in order to connect 
with the mail trains for New York 
city and the West. The late evening 
collection, after having been soTte I 
at the Newton postofflee, was taken to 
Boston on a mail truck at 3 o’clock 
the following morning. Under the 
new system the letters garhered in the 
early collection will be taken to the 
Stuart street postal workshop about 
8:30. The last collection will be taken 
into Boston about midnight, but will 
catch the early morning mail trains 
for points in Maine. New Hampshire. 
Vermont and Canada, an advantage 
over the old method. It is expected 
that the boxes will be collected on an 
average about 30 minutes earlier than 
before. Another advantage claimed 
for the new method Is that all the 
boxes in the city will be included on 
both evening collections. Heretofore 
many of the boxes were not collected 
at night. 


FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 

Edward Porter May died at the 
Phillips House, Boston, Monday, after 
several weeks’ illness. He was born 
in Woodstock, Conn., Feb. 8, 1865. At 
the Roxoury Latin School he prepared 
for Harvard, but choosing a business 
career, he entered the wool business 
in the employ of Williams & Coburn. 
Ten years later he was made a part- 
ner of the present firm of Jeremiah 
Williams & Co. In 1910 he retired. 

For many years his home was in 
Framingham Center, but after giving 
up business much of his time had 
been spent abroad, and for the past 
few years he made his home in 
France. During the World War he 
served about a year and a half in 
Boston in the Quartermasters' Corps 
as captain, and was a member of the 
Bar Harbor Post of the American Le- 
gion. 

Besides his widow there survive 
him his mother and three brothers. 
Ernest S., William L. and George H. 
May. Funeral services were held on 
Thursday at 2:30 p. m. at the chapel 
in Newton cemetery, Newton. 


In line with the plans of the postal 
authorities, it is probable that in the 
near future not only will all of the mail 
from the Newtons be taken to Boston 
for despatch sorting, but all the in- 
coming mail for the Newtons will be 
sorted for the carriers’ routes in 
Boston. It is the aim of some of the 
postal experts to reduce all the branch 
postoffices in the Boston district to 
mere financial stations; under this 
status the branch stations would just 
function for the sale of stamps and 
the issuing of money orders. While 
this policy of centralization may be 
desirable as regards night sorting of 
mail, and to a limited degree in con- 
nection with the sorting of mail dur- 
ing 'the daylight hours, it can be car- 
ried to an extreme that will make it 
a positive nuisance. It can be easily 
seen that if all letters will be taken to 
Boston to be sorted, that mail for 
local delivery will be much slower ’n 
reaching its destination. It will re- 
main to be seen whether the change 
in the postal service in this city will 
bring the advantages claimed.

A reader of the GRAPHIC has sent 
protest against motorcycles being 
allowed to make such an infernal 
racket in this city. This protest Is 
justified. It is against the law for mo- 
torcycles to be operated with the ex- 
hausts of their motors open, just as 
it Is against the law for automobiles 
to be operated in this manner. Auto- 
mobile motors must be muffled. Why. 
as our protesting reader says, "are 
not the motorcycle motors compelled 
to be muffled?” 

Several years ago Newton was 
zoned, after considerable agitation. 
The city was divided In manufacturing 
zones, business zones, and residence 
zones. No business is supposed to be 
conducted in residence zones, unless 
it was established In its present loca- 
tion before the zoning ordinance was 
passed In 1922, or unless special per- 
mission Is obtained from the Board of 
Aldermen and the Mayor. In differ- 
ent parts of the city persons have 
started, and are conducting business 
enterprises in residence zones in vio- 
lation of the Zoning Ordinance. Who 
is responsible for the enforcement of 
the Zoning Ordinance, and why 19 it 
not being enforced? If persons are 
allowed to flaunt this ordinance, will 
it not gradually become Ignored? 


NORDEN, WHO WAS MISSING, 
RETURNS 

Swan Norden, who disappeared 
from his home at Evergreen avenue, 
Auburndale, and who was missing for 
several days, returned to his home 
last Thursday, and stated he had been 
at the Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal. He asked for a physician, and 
when one came, he found that Norden 
had indications of a fractured hip. 
The man was taken to, the Newton 
Hospital. 


DOG BITES BOY 


M. J. McHugh of 87 Waban park, 
Newton, reported to the police last 
Friday night that his boy had been 
bitten by a dog owned by John Gard- 
ner of 86 Waban park. The dog was 
ordered restrained, and City Vet- 
erinary Boutelle notified to examine 
him. 


In Monday morning’s mail we re 
celved a letter from some reader who 
did not sign his (or her) name, cor- 
recting a statement made in our ar 
tide in last Friday’s GRAPHIC re- 
garding the old Hyde Block. The 
letter states, “I notice In this week’s 
issue that you state the old Hyde 
Block was demolished when the Tay- 
lor Block was built. I beg to inform 
you that this block Is now standing 
in Pearl court." 

The person who wrote this letter is 
right. The old block was moved to 
the rear of its former site, as were 
some of the old houses on what was 
formerly known as Trowbridge court, 
and converted into tenements. The 
entrance to these tenements, and the 
court on which they are located, is 
known as Pearl court. 


Altogether too much space is given 
by newspapers in dwelling on the al- 
leged, or actual great precautions be- 
ing taken by federal, state and munici- 
pal authorities to guard against 
reprisals by the "Reds” to revenge 
Sacco and Vanzetti. If all this pub- 
licity about probable bomb outrages 
continues, it will be indeed fortunate 
if some weak-minded fanatic, through 
persistent suggestion, does not In- 
dulge in terrorism, and take innocent 
lives. Usually when bombs have ex- 
ploded, most of the victims have been 
working people. The newspapers 
should "lay off" on the hue and cry 
about "reds" and bombs. 

About 15 months ago, more or less, 
we had to chronicle so many arrests 
of soused automobllists charged with 
driving “while under the influence of 
liquor" that we decided to follow the 
example of Delcavare King, and de- 
vise a new word to define the offence 
caused by mixing gasoline and hooch. 
So we abbreviated the term ordinarily 
used to designate drunken driving by 
taking the first letter of each of the 
words in the phrase— "while under 
the influence of liquor." The result 
was ‘'WUTIOL.” We gave due n 
planatlon of this contribution of ours 
to contemporary language, and have 
used tho expression quite frequently 
since. 

The ether day the GRAPHIC tele- 
phone rang and tho lady who called 
our office desired to know what 
wutiol" meant. She had telephoned 
tho Boston police and the Newton po- 
lice, but those who were on duty at 
either of these two department head- 
quarters could not enlighten her us to 
the meaning of the word. She had 
never seen the word used In other 
papers, and nuturally she was puzzled. 
We asked llonry Tibbetts, day clerk 
at police headquarters, if he had an- 
swered the telephone call of the lady 
who sought information on the new 
woH Henry asserted tSet he was 
not the person who had uff^wred the 
phone, as he has known the meaniug 
of "wutiol" since the word made Its 
first appearance.

While we are reluctant to admit It. 
wi' cannot help reaching the opinion 
that n lar.To part of the agitation about 
the Sacco Vanzettl case Is largely, if 
not wholly, due to the amount of apace 
which has been given by most of the 
Boston newspapers.

“news" in many newspapers. Again, 
wo fail to see how any Intelligent per- 
son can connect the fact that a bomb 
was exploded in the residence of the 
Mayor of Baltimore with the agitation 
over Sacco-Vanzetti in Massachusetts, 
and yet that connection was hinted at 
by Boston newspapers. If the news- 
papers would shut down in the future 
on the kind of stuff they have been 
printing the past few weeks, there 
would ho far less talk about riots and 
. b unba and I tr less uncertainty in the 
community. 


President Weeks’ attitude toward* 

the use of the charter objection may 
be correct, but after many years of 
experience in municipal legislation, 
we have found that on matters relat- 
ig to the assessment of betterments, 
it is important to have every phase 
of legislation absolutely correct.

Judge Bacon fined 
Newlands and Kelly $15 each for 
drunkenness, and $50 each for lar- 
ceny. Both appealed the fines on tho 
larceny charges. 


DANGER TO CHILDREN 



The committee of playground direc- 
tors in Eastern Massachusetts that has 
been co-operating with the Massachu- 
setts Safety Council in a study of chil- 
dren’s accidents on the highway, re- 
ports that the experience of the first 
seven months indicates that 1927 is 
becoming an exceedingly dangerous 
year for children. And this in spite 
of compulsory insurance and the offer 
of Governor Fuller to award a silver 
trophy to the three cities and towns 
showing the best reduction in automo- 
bile accidents. 

While this statement will not apply 
to certain communities, it is true of 
the state as a whole. Up to August 
8, 138 children had been killed as 
against 123 for the same period in 
1926. Last year the record of chil- 
dren’s accidents ran high from Aug- 
ust on through November, and if this 
holds true this year, 108 children now 
alive will be killed before December 
1, and 2800 Injured In the state. 

The one encouraging factor — and 
this Is of local interest — is that July 
did ^iot show an increase of children’s 
accidents In the 18 cities and towns 
that are giving safety instruction on 
their playgrounds this summer. 

Of the 28 children killed in July, 
only nine were in those cities, which 
include the metropolitan area, and 13 
of the 18 had no child fatalities re- 
ported. 

The committee of playground di- 
rectors strongly urges a fuller co-op- 
eration of the public in obtaining the 
widest use of the playgrounds during 
August, not only because the child Is 
off tlio street while there, hut because 
of the safety instruction that is being 
given. 

A unique feature of tho summer 
campaign Is the plan that has been 
worked out to have the children them- 
selves "sell” the playground to hoys 
and girls who do not come to It. When 
one of them brings u new recruit to 
the playground regularly for one week, 
he is made a member of the “I-brought- 
a-pal” Club, und is given a member- 
ship button. 

The children in greaest (langur, ac 
coring to the statistics just studied, 
are from three to six years of age- 
inclusive, und neither motorists nor 
pureuts are giving enough attention 
to this fact. 


Joseph H. Taylor, 61 Union street, 
Newton Centre, was in court Saturday 
charged with unlawfully diverting elec- 
trical current from the wires of the 
Edison Company. Taylor runs a tailor 
shop at the Union street address, and 
on the night of August 1st while the 
testimonial to retiring Assistant Chief 
George Stacy was in progress, Chief 
Randlett had to depart quickly from 
tho banquet when Box 7 came in for 
a fire in Taylor’s tailor shop. The fire 
was caused by a radio shortclrculting. 
During the examination of the prem- 
ises, it is alleged that evidences were 
found which showed that the wires in 
the shop had been tampered with so 
that the electric "juice" was obtained 
without it passing through the meter. 
The police were notified, and Taylor 
was summoned to court. His case was 
continued until August 16. 

James McDonough of 280 E. Ninth 
street, South Boston, an alleged mem- 
ber of a gang from that district, was 
in the Newton Court on Monday 
charged with the larceny of several 
casos of medicinal liquor from the 
Hudson Drug Store at Newton early 
on the morning of August 2nd. It is 
alleged that McDonough was one of i 
"mob" of four that drove Into Pearl 
Court in an automobile, forced an en- 
trance into the rear of the store, and 
stole the entire stock of liquor with- 
out leaving even one prescription. Pa- 
trolman Frank Feeloy and Inspector 
Conroy were assigned to the case, and 
soon afterwards located the loot In 
McDonough’s home at South Boston. 
The names and residences of the other 
three alleged burglars were given to 
the South Boston police by the Newton 
officers, but to date, the South Bos 
ton cops have not taken them into 
2 « 8 tody.

WHO WAS JOHN WARD? 

(Continued from Page 1) 


brother William Ward, had a son John, 
born in 1691, and the old records of 
Newtown show that five John Wards 
were horn during the 18th century. 

But the John Ward whose memory 
Mayor Childs honored by giving his 
name to the new school on Dolphin 
road, was of the eighth generation of 
the name in this community. He was 
born October 18, 1825, on Waban Hill, 
where his ancestors had tilled the soil 
for nearly two centuries. The follow- 
ing excerpts are taken from Newton 
papers published just after his death 
on March 1, 1911. 

"John Ward was a native of Newton 
Centre, having been born here on Oc- 
tober 18, 1825, and here he had lived 
all his life within sight of the birth- 
place of ten generations of Wards, and 
in him were concentrated all the sterl- 
ing virtues of a sturdy race. Brought 
up in a Puritan household, with the 
meagre schooling of the period, he 
was a constant seeker after knowledge 
up to the time he was stricken. He 
was a strong character, of the type 
that has moulded New - England into 
what she is. Plodding, patient, per- 
sistent, he was one ot those builders 
of character and fortune, who may 
serve as a worthy example to the 
young men of the present and the 
future. Mr. Ward was always unas- 
suming and deprecatory, but his Inter- 
est in things worth while was con- 
stant until the end was near." 

The foregoing tribute to John Ward 
was printed in the “Newton Circuit.” 
Another obituary notice reads: — 

"As a boy of 15 he joined the his- 
toric First Church, and for more than 
seventy years was one of its most 
faithful and devoted members, serving 
repeatedly as deacon, Sunday school 
superintendent, and in many other ca- 
pacities. He was a member of the 
first city government, when his broth- 
er-in-law, Hon. J. F. C. Hyde was may- 
or. As a farmer and horticulturist he 
was enterprising and progressive, and 
won many prizes at exhibitions. Quiet 
and unassuming in manner, he was 
universally respected for his wise 
judgment and his sterling character. A 
man of seasoned convictions, of deep 
spiritual nature, intensely interested 
in the progress of God’s Kingdom, a 
generous supporter of all worthy 
causes, he ripened into a beauty and 
serenity of character rarely oen. His 
wife died some years ago, after years 
of invalidism, cheered by her hus- 
band’s devotion, and they left no chil- 
dren. Of a family of ten children, he 
Is survived only by Mrs. J. F. C. Hyde 
of Newton Highlands, and Deacon 
Samuel Ward of Newton Centre." 

Besides having served as a member 
of the city government, John Ward 
was for many years a trustee of the 
Newton Savings Bank. He willed his 
estate for educational and religious 
purposes: to the French-American 
College at Springfield he bequeathed 
$10,000, to the Congregational Educa- 
tional Society of Boston he left $12,- 
000: the remainder of the estate he

left in trust, the income to be divided 
into three equal parts each year, and 
to be paid to the American Board of 
Foreign Missions, the American Mis- 
sionary Society and the Massachusetts 
Home Missionary Society. 

Many Newton residents, now middle 
aged, and elderly men, worked on John 
Ward’s farm, as boys, picking peas, 
beans, and strawberries. His straw- 
berries were large and luclous, and it 
required unceasing vigilance on his 
pnrt to prevent a large percentage of 
these berries from entering the 
mouths of the pickers. 

John Ward was born in the old 
homestead on Hammond street, but 
later removed to the dwelling on Ward 
street near Nohscot road, this house 
having been erected about 1821. It is 
now occupied by Mr. Charles R. Davis. 
The old house where Mr. Ward was 
born was later remodelled and occu- 
pied by Thomas W. Proctor. It is now 
occupied by Mrs. Volusien Bourneuf. 

Members of the ninth generation of 
Wards in Newton, and direct descend- 
ants of John Ward who came here in 
1650, who still reside on parts of the 
original estate are Charles Grafton 
Ward of 121 Ward street, and Freder- 
ick A. Ward of 244 Ward street. C. 
Grafton Ward’s house was built in 
1821, and is almost on the identical 
site occupied by the old garrison 
house erected by John Ward in 1650. 
He has two sons, Joseph Grafton 
Ward, and William Buchanan Ward. 
To him, and to Miss Mary E. Hyde of 
22 Floral street, Newton Highlands, 
the writer is indebted for much of the 
information contained in this article. 
Miss Hyde is the niece of John Ward, 
and the daughter of the late Hon. J. 
F. C. Hyde, Newton’s first mayor.

In anv discussion as to the inf or Hi- 
story doubles, there is usually an agree- 
ment that a double ot an original bid of 
one or two in a si.it is an informatory 
double and requir *s a hid from partner. 
A double of an original bid of three in a 
suit, however, means an inlormatory 
double to some players and a business 
double to others. According to the 
generally accepted rule, a double of an 
original suit bid of one, two or three is 
an infnrmntory double but there are 
many very pood players who doubt the 
value of tins rt.le when applied to the 
value ol a bid of three. They claim that 
it is so s.'idom of any value that it 
should be eliminated as an informatory 
double and maintain that a double of 
three should always be regarded as a 
business double. The writer has fre- 
auently stated his opinion that such a 
double is on the border line but inclines 
to believe that the better result is ob- 
tained by regarding it as a business 
double. The following hand, however, 
happens to be one where the inform- 
atory double would have worked beau- 
tifully:

It is a jierfcct example of the 
type of hand that justifies an inform- 
atory double of a three bid. On the 
other hand, if the double of a three bid 
is regarded as a business double, what 
s'muld A bid? His b >t chance is to bill 
four hearts but whatever he does i9 
guess work, and may cause a big loss. 
The hand is certainly a good argument 
for those who advocate the double of a 
three bid as an informatory double but 
it is just as easy to find other hands to 
prove the contrary. The hand is given 
as an illustration of a well known con- 
vention and to bring out the differing 
viewpoints. It is a close question but 
whatever you decide to do under such 
circumstances stick to it and inform 
your partners of what you are doing. 
In that way only can you got the best 
results.

Insects Provide Food 

for Imprisoned Frogs 

A "Methuselah" frog has come to 
light. Two workmen tied to ropes, 
drilling into the rock 200 feet down 
the face of a cliff at Henddol slate 
quarries, came across him. They had 
to shift a massive bowlder to get at 
his tiny house In the solid stone. 

Frogs — or tonds — have been found 
In all manner of unlikely places — 
even In coni mines. How do they 
get there? On what do they live? 
Prof. Sir William Boyd Dawkins an- 
swered the question when eight frogs 
were found in hard grldstone on Wer- 
neth Low. 

No frogs were in the world, he said, 
when the stone Itself was being 
formed. Their ancestors then had 
not even dropped their tails. 

The real explanation was simple. 
Frogs crept Into the stone through 
some face fissure when they were 
very small. Flies and Insects also 
obtained nn entry In the same way, 
and on these the frogs lived. They 
grew fut, and could not get out ngaln. 

No other explanation Is possible. 
Frogs have been sealed up In plant 
pots, but they have always died. It 
has been proved that they cannot 
live without food for a longer period 
than twelve months.— London Tit- 
Bits.

PLAYGROUND FESTIVAL 

Over Eight Hundred Boys and Girls Take Part in Inter- 
esting Affair on Newton Centre Playground 


The annual playground festival or 
the Newton playgrounds was held 
Wednesday afternoon on the Newton 
Centre playground under the direction 
of Superintendent Ernst Ilerrman, as- 
sisted by the directors of the various 
playgrounds throughout the city. The 
festival concluded the vacation 
schools on the sixteen playgrounds of 
the city. Approximately nine hundred 
children ranging from 5 to 16 years 
In age took part in the numerous com- 
petitive and exhibition events while 
eight hundred others and several hun- 
dred parents were spectators. In con- 
trast to the showery weather which 
prevailed during the festivals last 
year the day was warm and sunny. 

The program opened with a salute 
to the flag followed by the singing of 
America with the Newton Constabu- 
lary Band and a number of harmonica 
players furnishing the music. The 
former occupied a temporary stand 
and played for the various dances 
throughout the afternoon. Races for 
both boys and girls, including dashes, 
obstacle races and relay races made 
up part of the program. Final matches 
between teams which had previously 
won the championships of their re- 
spective playgrounds, were played in 
list ball and dodge ball. 

The folk dancing was a very pleas- 
ing part of the program. These danc 
es included folk dancing by the little 
girls and by the older girls, prize 
dancing which was open to any two 
girls, clogging, an elf dance, a scarf 
dance, and esthetic dancing. Some 200 
little girls, dressed in varicolored 
crepe paper dresses took part In the 
first dancing number which was won 
by the group from Auburndale. The 
clogging and elf dance, designed by 
Vestoff Serova, were very effectively 
put on by the participants. 

Several selections by the harmonica 
band and by selected boys from each 
playground contributed their part to 
the enjoyment of the spectators. 

At one end of the playground was 
an exhibit showing the work accom- 
plished at the sixteen Individual play- 
grounds during the vacation period. 
This exhibit attracted a large amount 
of attention both for the quality of 
workmanship and the range of arti- 
cles. It would be impossible to des- 
cribe the articles made at the di if ev- 
ent playgrounds but there was al- 
most everything imaginable shown 
from fancy embrodiery to model aero- 
planes, not forgetting to' mention the 
hooked and braided rugs, pillows 
woven from leather strips, small 
boats, canoe paddles, dolls clothing, 
paper articles of furniture, and the 
other numerous articles. The more 
difficult articles to make were made 
by the older girls while the paper 
furniture models, colored pictures, 
scrap books and so forth were the 
product of the younger boys and girls.

LIQUOR RAIDS 


Six Speakeasies »t Nonnnlum Visited 
By Police 


It was "Friday the 13th” for the 
unlucky dupes of the stock sharks in 
the famous literary production of the 
late "Tom” Lawson, but it was "Sat- 
urday the 13th” for a number of al- 
leged dispensers of liquor at Nonan- 
tum. Emulating the famous coup by 
the Army of Paris, which turned back 
the Germans at the Marne after rush- 
ing to the fray In a fleet of taxis, the 
Newton police sallied forth from West 
Nowton about 9.20 Saturday night in 
four automobiles headed for the cor- 
ner of California and Chapel streets, 
where they deployed to various points. 
The “zero hour” was 9:30, and at that 
time five squads headed by Sergs. Lee- 
ban, Moan, Moran, Soaver and Veduc- 
cio, went over the top to raid the ene- 
mies’ dugouts. The raids were made 
almost simultaneously, so that the at- 
tack was a complete surprise. 

Serg. Leehan with Patrolmen King 
and Reagan raided the house of Ed- 
ward Norcross at 11 Faxon street and 
seized 1 3-4 gallons of alcohol con- 
tained in a pan and two jugs, two emp- 
ty gallon cans, four whiskey and two 
water glasses, and three dozen stop- 
pers. 

Serg. Leehan directed two others of 
his squad, Patrolmen Gaquin and J. 
Foley in a raid on the premises of 
Henry Hotin at 11 Faxon street. Here 
one quart of alcohol was seized, and 
as at Norcross’s, it was also contained 
in a pan. Other articles seized here 
included two funnels, an empty quart 
bottle and three dozen stoppers. 

While Serg Leehan was supervising 
two raids at 11 Faxon street, Serg 
Moran with Patrolmen Loughlin and 
Hannon was raiding the premises of 
Nicolo Battiste at 11 Faxon street, and 
Serg. Veduccio with Patrolmen Tedgan 
and Joe Kelly wa9 raiding the prem- 
ises of Joseph Hopkins at 11 Faxon 
street. This address is a wooden ten- 
ement block, and according to the po- 
lice, it was some oasis. In Battiste’s 
tenement the articles seized Included 
5% gallons of beer contained In twen- 
ty-two quart bottles, one pint of al- 
cohol, two empty glass jugs, and an 
empty gallon can. In Hopkins tene- 
ment, Serg. Veduccio and his assist- 
ants seized 33 quarts of ale, an empty 
glass jug and 12 empty quart bottles. 

While the squads under Sergs. 
Leehan, Moran and Veduccio were 
busy at 11 Faxon street, Serg. Moan 
with Patrolmen Charles Feeley and 
Dowling raided the house of Victor 
Gingras at 11a Dalby street and seized 
% gallon of alcohol, one pint of whis- 
key, 11 empty pint bottles, and two 
whiskey glasses. Serg. Seaver and 
Patrolman Walker raided the house of 
Michael Totaro at 286 Watertown 
street and seized 40 gallons of wine 
contained in 3 half-barrels, 12% gal- 
lons of beer contained in 36 quart bot- 
tles, 24 empty pint bottles, and a jug. 

In the Newton court on Wednesday 
morning, those whose premises were 
raided, appeared to answer charges of 
making illegal sales, and keeping and 
exposing liquor for sale. The only 
defendant to plead was Victor Gin- 
gras of Dalby street. He was found 
guilty of making an illegal sale of 
liquor, and of keeping liquor for sale. 
He was fined $100 on each of the two 
counts, and given a suspended sen- 
tence of three months to the House 
of Correction. The other cases were 
continued until August 29 and 30.

PLAYGROUND WORK 


Knpf. ffermnnn Talks Before The 
Khvanls Club 


Supt. Ernest Hermann of the New- 
ton Playgrounds addressed the mem 
bers of the Newton Kiwanis Club on 
Tuesday on the subject of "Play- 
grounds.” He recalled that 35 years 
ago he had read the first paper in 
this country on the subject of "Play- 
grounds.” He predicted at that time 
that the playground movement would 
become one of the biggest things in 
America, and time has proved the 
truth of this prediction. Then, only 
a few deep thinkers here gave much 
consideration to this movement; now 
it is firmly established as one of the 
nation’s principal activities for the 
benefit of the young. Mr. Hermann 
prophesied that within 15 years play- 
ground work in this country will quad- 
ruple, and that there will be no hesi- 
tancy in employing men and women 
for full time work on playgrounds, 
rather than for part time, as at pres- 
ent, in Newton and many other places. 

He quoted Froebel and other emi- 
nent authorities to show that proper 
opportunities to indulge in play are 
of vital necessity to permit the right 
development of children. Only in play 
has the child a chance to manifest its 
creative instinct. If the children of 
our thickly setled communities had 
the open fields, the meadows, the 
woodlands, enjoyed by their parents, 
they would have ample spaces in 
which to play. But modern conditions 
deny them these recreation spaces; 
even the streets are closed to them 
because of the automobile traffic. It 
is absolutely necessary, therefore, to 
provide plenty of playgrounds, so that 
children in all sections of the city 
will have some place in which to play. 

Mr. Hermann contrasted the home 
life of today with that of former gen- 
erations. Few fathers today come as 
closely in contact with their children 
as is desirable. Instead of engaging 
in their occupations on their own 
premises, as in the past, most men 
work away from home, and thus the 
boys have no opportunity to assist 
their fathers in occupational work. 
The "tin can” age, as Mr. Hermann 
designated it, has abolished the many 
household duties which formerly were 
the tasks of mothers and daughters in 
homes. Prepared foods, manufactured 
clothes, modern household methods, 
have deprived the present day girls 
of the chance to develop their cre- 
ative instinct. Children are imitative. 
Play affords them the chance to im- 
itate. Children inherit the activities 
of their ancestors. Games played to- 
day are racially old. Baseball, with 
its throwing of the ball, the use of 
the bat, the efforts to catch the base 
runners, is atavistic. The foundation 
for this game was laid back in those 
remote times when our ancestors 
threw stones, used war clubs, and had 
to run fast and frequently to save 
their lives. Many games show this 
atavistic tendency. 

Play is more than a pastime. With 
modern conditions not allowing the 
natural unfolding of the child, play 
is more vital than ever. A child’s char- 
acter is developed before the age of 
12. In the years preceeding that age. 
it must have opportunity to properly 
develop not only its character, but also 
its body, for these same years also de-

CAMP NEWS

One moro week. That Is tho saying 
that* is flying from camp leader to 
councillor and then to tho campers 
themselves. Now Is tho time that 
each one sizes up his work and his 
play trying to see If he can find any 
gains or unusual achievements. If 
ho 1ms gnlned In character or courage, 
if he has become stronger or quicker, 
if lie has more knowledge or intut 
tivo learning, nil these things should 
have been added to some degree If 
the camp season has done him any 
good at all. Almost all the camps in 
their final week plan some sort of a 
big festivity in order to show the pub 
lie what has been accomplished by 
that camp in the current season. 
Therefore tho Inst week of camp is 
an exciting one. being In the main a 
race against time. 

One of the best final exercises that 
the writer has ever soon Is that staged 
by (’amp Wampanog on Cape Cod 
near Buzzards Bay. Here they put 
on the finest review that it is possi- 
ble to give. They start the morning 
with either land or water sports de- 
pending on the tide. The land sports 
are made up of the dash, the high 
jump and the broad jump, while the 
aquatic division takes care of the 
swimming and boating. There are 
dashes, dives, ami plunges, while in 
th< boating there is the snil boat race, 
and the canoeing. In the same way 
there is the military drill, the com 
mnnlty singing, setting up drill, tent 
inspection, and the buffet luncheon 
that is served by the director, Mrs. 
Taylor. This makes one of the most 
impressive sights that one can see. 

Another camp on Lake Winnepe- 
snukee that is famed for its accom- 
plishments Is (’amp Acadia near 
Weirs. There always are a few New- 
ton girls In attendance, and the or- 
ganization has found fnvor with many 
families that live In the Garden City. 
All types of camp life are offered from 
camping to the most athletic of ath- 
letic sports. One of the most re 
.markable things about this camp Is 
the Arts and Crafts division in which 
Miss Olive Murray, a Newton girl, has 
charge. Since Miss Murray is a prin- 
cipal In Lexington she has brought to 
camp with her one of the most valu- 
ahe requisites for a good councillor, 
that of being able to set a schedule 
and what is more Important of being 
able to keep to it. She has accom- 
plished in one summer what one vis- 
itor called, “A whole winter’s work!" 
The girls have painted various ships 
.and made bags, some of them have 
spent a great deal of time on rugs, 
and the most unique arrangement of 
all is the use of boats as door stops. 
These ships are made of iron, and 
c^me all-ready to he painted by the 
girls. Miss Murray allows the girls a 
free choice of colors, and then simp- 
ly holds them to the task begun. There 
Is one large room given over to her 
work and the display is wonderful ac- 
cording to all the visitors. Recently 
the girls gave a play called the “Cap- 
tivating Principal. Among the char- 
acters was Ruth Howlett of Newton 
who acted the part of an almost col- 
legiate young lady with considerable 
zest. The parts were very well por- 
trayed and the whole affair was car- 
ried off with much the same effect 
that all the Acadian dramatics achieve. 
One of the best effects that a Council 
Fire can give may^ie seen at Acadia 
on any Sunday night. The girls gath- 
er around the fire, some seated on 
benches, others as they may on the 
.ground. The fire is lighted, songs are 
sung, and the Log is read. This in- 
teresting piece of work serves the 
same purpose as a camp newspaper 
for It tells all the events of the week 
and is written by the girls themselves. 
At the close more songs are sung and 
the assemblage goes inside to hear 
more music or see some educational 
films. The land sports and water 
sports are emphasized with an eye to 
good form as well as skill or speed. 

Hence many of the girls are adroit 
in the various events. June Chadwick 
of Newton is supposed to be one of 
the best basketball players that the 
camp has ever had on its lists. She 
is consistent, plays a fast passing 
game, and on top of it all has the main 
requisite, a ready eye for the basket. 
Edith Howlett of Newton has charge 
of the nature work, emulating to a 
large degree the work that her brother 
Duncan is doing at Passaconaway. 
This subject Is a difficult one at best 
to get the -young Americans interested 
in but both brother and sister seem to 
have that something. 

At Camp Wickaboag this past week 
two things seem to have had the most 
definite effect on the camp life. One 
of these was the trip to Camp Day 
and the subsequent hall game which 
the Wickaboags won by the one sided 
score of seven to one.

TAPS LIGHT WIRE; 

APPEALS $100 FINE 

Jonopli H. Taylor, who conducts a 
tnilor shop at 61 Union street, Newton 
Centre, was found guilty In the New- 
ton Court on Tuesday of unlawfully 
using electricity without the consent 
of the Edison Company. It was charged 
that Taylor had tampered with the 
wlros In Is shop so thnt the current 
did not pass through the electric me- 
ter there. This was discovered when 
a fire occurred In the shop on the 
night of August 1.

While inspecting the place after the 
fire, Chief Clarence Randlett ob- 
served a wire near the meter board 
that looked "queer.”

Taylor’s law- 
yer contented that the alleged Illegal 
wire had not existed, and that the fire- 
men were wrongfully accusing Tay- 
lor. Judge Allen fined Taylor $100. An 
appeal was taken.

An appeal 
was taken, as O’Neil argued that no 
evidence was presented to prove that 
Zeolia was drunk while he was operat- 
ing the car.

With ft net Increase of ovei ,$13 )0 

In the amount to be raised by tax levy, 
the Assessors have done extremely 
well to he able to reduce the tax rate 
of 1926 by sixty cents. This has been 
entirely due to the fact that the as- 
sessed valuations of the city have been 
Increased over $7,500,000. Of this sum. 
over $5,000,000 was In buildings. about 
$700,000 was Increase In Innd values 
and about $1,350,000 In personal prop- 
erty. 

It should be noted that the state 
county and Metropolitan expenses in 
crease about $22,000 and the city ex 
penses about $113,000. 

Every precinct In the city shows an 
Increase In real estate values and all 
but two show an Increase In personal 
property. Precinct 2 of Ward 3 and 
Precinct 1 of Ward 7. dropping slightly 
behind the 1926 figures.

ABOUT TOWN

Announcements, or admissions, that 
persons intend to be candidates for 
political offices in Newton, are coming 
in. or out, earlier this year, than usual. 
This being the case, we tnke this op- 
portunity to broadcast the Informa- 
tion “that we will he a candidate for 
Ward Alderman from Ward 1 at the 
city election next December." Assum- 
ing. of course, that we will be alive at 
that time. We make this announce- 
ment after having been told by Aider- 
man John Madden "that he will not be 
a candidate for re-election.” 

Alderman Madden will have served 
the citizens of Newton intelligently 
and faithfully for ten years when his 
present term expires. His retirement 
will mean a distinct loss to the city. 
In addition to the experience he gained 
from his long service, he possesses 
unusual legal knowledge, absolute in- 
tegrity. and the courage to favor or 
oppose matters, even though such ac- 
tion on his part might incur the crit- 
icism of persons whose Interests were 
affected. 

In announcing our intention to be- 
come a candidate, we might truthfully 
say, "We have been urged to do so by 
many of our friends." But this “fam- 
ous saying” has become so stereo- 
typed. that we will not resort to it. 
While some of our friends have urged 
us to enter the Board of Aldermen, we 
would not plunge into politics unless 
we had a personal desire to serve the 
city. For about four and one-half 
years, our professional duties have 
compelled us to attend meetings of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen. During 
that time we have missed but one 
meeting. We can truthfully claim to 
possess considerable experience in city 
affairs, particularly those concerning 
the Board of Aldermen. 

We not only reside in Newton, but 
we work in Newton. Daily we travel 
about the city. So. we can say in 
all due modesty that we have unusual 
first hand knowledge of Newton, its 
affairs, and its needs. Almost every 
week we tell about certain things the 
aldermen should do to improve New- 
ton. Sometimes our suggestions are 
heeded. More times they are not. 
This is to be expected. Just because 
we think a certain thing should be 
done is no reason why the aldermen 
should always agree with us. But. if 
we have a voice and a vote in the 
Board, possibly our suggestions may 
carry more weight; not that we would 
attempt to inflict ourself to an obnox- 
ious degree on our fellow members, 
should we be elected. 

We realize that it will be a difficult 
task for the successor of Alderman 
Madden to measure up, even to an 
appreciable degree, to the reputation 
he has made. We are aware that he 
who enters politics must expect to be 
the target of much unkind criticism. 
Persons who enjoy good reputations, 
have many harsh things said about 
them when they enter the political 
arena. Notwithstanding, we are to 
plunge into the strife. 

In last week’s Graphic wc con- 
demned the large amount of space de- 
voted by Boston papers to the precau- 
tions being taken against probable 
bombings. We contended “that if all 
this publicity about probable bomb 
outrages continues, it will be indeed 
fortunate if some weak-minded fanatic, 
through persistent suggestion, does not 
indulge in terrorism, and take innocent 
lives. The newspapers should ‘lay off' 
on the hue and cry about ’reds’ and 
bombs.” 

Because of this opinion expressed by 
us we are the recipient of several very 
sarcastic paragraphs from a young 
man who has started lately to dis- 
pense wit and wisdom through the 
columns of one of our local papers. 
He apparently is quite indignant that 
we should presume to cast any reflec- 
tion on the judgment of anyone con- 
nected with a' Boston paper. He dis- 
torts our remark in an attempt to make 
us seem ridiculous. Possibly it may 
be arrant presumption for a humble 
scribe on a suburban paper to criticise 
the sophisticated, “real” newspaper- 
men who use their talents for the ben- 
efit of the public through the medium 
of metropolitan dailies. Probably if 
we possessed the erudition of our critic 
we would have more sense than to 
make the comment, which according 
to him is asinine. And, although he 
suggests that someone take our hand 
and tell us that we are “all wet," we 
will venture the opinion that the ma- 
jority of the residents of this city will 
agree with us. rather than with him.

(ermine whether or not the child will 
be physically fit. It must be kept busy 
out of doors. The late war showed 
what an appalling percentage of 
America’s young men were physically 
unfit. In Massachusetts 46% had phy- 
sical defects. "It is up to us,” said 
Mr. Hermann, “to recreate an environ- 
ment favorable to the natural unfold- 
ing of children.” 

He contended that playgrounds are 
valuable assets to real estate. A play- 
ground in a neighborhood increases 
the values of nearby properties. Par- 
ents want their children to have such 
a recreation centre nearby. 

From 78 acres of playgrounds In 
Newton 15 years ago, the area has 
grown to 167 acres. In some parts of 
the city no provision has been made 
for playgrounds: Oak Hill and 

Thompsonville are examples. Land 
can be acquired in these two districts 
at little expense now. It should be 
acquired. Mr. Hermann lauded the 
Burr family for its magnificent con- 
tribution to the children of Newton 
Corner. The Burr family donated a 
playground which bears the reputation 
of being the best of its kind in the 
world: one which would have cost the 
taxpayers $250,000. had the city been 
compelled to buy the land where it is 
located, and laid out this playground. 
This playground contains but 7% 
acres, too little to allow enough space 
for expansion, and sufficient athletic 
fields. The Newton Centre playground 
is amply large with its 24 acres. The 
West Newton playgrounds were 
termed "jitneys" by Mr. Hermann, be- 
cause of their small size. He advo- 
cated the purchase of 16 acres of 
swamp land available in that district 
for playground purposes. 

Mr. Hermann quoted figures to show 
how extensively Newton’s playgrounds 
are patronized. Last year 602,125 
children attended them; 3350 permits 
were granted for their use by grown 
ups and older children, 587 of these 
being for baseball games, 209 for foot- 
ball games, and 3942 for tennis. Dur- 
ing the twelve weeks the bathing 
places were open, 168,621 attended 
them, and at the skating places 280- 
000 enjoyed this sport. “The average 
cost for health giving happiness," con- 
eluded Mr. Hermann, “Is but an in- 
nnitesimally small part of our taxes.” 

NARROW ESCAPE 

Mrs. S. F. Nesmith of Albemarle 
road. Newtonville, had a narrow es- 
cape from drowning last Friday when 
she was taken ill while in swimming 
at Brant Rock. 

W. R. Cleveland, a member of the 
life guard crew, noticed Mrs. Nesmith 
in distress about 500 feet from shore 
He notified the station and a lifeboat 
was manned and sent to her rescue. 
When the members of the crew 
reached the spot where Mrs. Nesmith 
was seen she had disappeared, but 
several of the life guards dived into 
the water and brought her to the sur- 
face. 

She was taken ashore, where the 
members of the life guard station 
worked on her for more than an hour 
before she was revived. 

RESIDENT FOR 33^ YEARS 

Mrs. Mary Ann Daley, for thirty- 
three years a resident of Newton, died 
on Thursday, August 11. at the home 
of her -daughter, Mrs. Joseph Griffin 
o f Tip Top street, Brighton, where 
she had been ill for several months. 
Mrs. Daley was born in Brookline, 
Feb. 18, 1859. A large part of her 
active life was spent in Newton and 
for more than fifteen years she was 
housekeeper for Mr. and Mrs. Willard

children, Mrs. Joseph Griffin of Brigh- 
ton. Edward Daley of Boston and Jo- 
seph Daley of California. Burial in 
Ilolyhood Cemetery followed the ser- 
vices in the Church of the Presenta- 
tion, Brighton, lust Saturday.

One of the great tragedies of life 
is that often a human life — sometimes 
one of our own family — could have 
been saved with a little simple knowl- 
edge. At no time is this more true 
than when water accidents occur. To 
rescue a drowning person does not re- 
quire great strength, endurance nor 
unusual swimming ability. Like every- 
thing else at which you would suc- 
ceed, you must know how. The aver- 
age swimmer not versed in life-saving 
methods, attempting a rescue stands 
very much the same chance for suc- 
cess ns an automobile mechanic would 
if he tried to fill a tooth. Often he 
pays for his lack of information and 
truining with his life. The coroner’s 
records are filled with incidents where 
a double tragedy has followed the 
attempt of an untrained swimmer to 
rescue a drowning person. 

Other people — sometimes those very 
dear to us — pay the price of our 
neglect. Every year thousands of 
picnic parties leave home for a day of 
recreation at some beach or lake, to 
return witli the corpse of a drowned 
brother or sister. Over half of all ac- 
cidental drownings are preventable, 
life-saving experts tell us. A wider 
dissemination of life-saving instruc- 
tion and the practice by swimmers of 
care and good common sense when in 
the water will materialy decrease this 
appalling waste of life. 

It is much easier to do a thing 
than to wish later that you had. The 
local Chapter of the American Red 
(’loss, with the aid of an expert from 
National Headquarters in Washington, 
is offering a complete course in life 
saving and water safety to every 
swimmer who carets to take advantage 
of the opportunity. Many people here 
are now learning in this course how to 
rescue a drowning person from the 
water; what to do if, in the attempt 
ho is caught in one of the many death 
grips with which drowning people un- 
consciously grasp their rescuers; how 
to hold the water victim under perfect 
control with one arm and swim to 
shore with the other; and how to per- 
form resuscitation if the victim is so 
near drowned that lie has stopped 
breathing. 

It is earnestly hoped that those who 
have not yet enrolled with the local 
Chapter for this course will do so at 
once. Tiie insidious thing about it 
till is that no one knows when a knowl- 
edge of life-saving shall prove the 
means of averting tragedy. Those 
who pass tiie required tests and en- 
roll in the American Red Cross Life 
Saving corps have the comforting as- 
surance that they are well qualified to 
act intelligently and effectively when 
water accidents threaten human life. 

At Crystal Lake, Newton Centre, in 
the morning and also in tiie afternoon 
these courses are being conducted. In- 
formation in regard to them may be 
obtained there from the instructor Mr. 
B. F. Boughner; or from the local 
headquarters 12 Austin street, New- 
.tonville.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

A few weeks ago we stressed the 
fact that many drivers of automobiles 
are not co-operating with the city In 
Its efforts to safeguard traffic. The city 
has gone to considerable expense In 
placing warning signals at dangerous 
street Intersections. One such bea- 
con is located just outside the 
GRAPHIC office at the comer of Cen- 
tre street, and Centre place. This Is 
a very dangerous corner. The view 
Is restricted, no matter from what di- 
rection one approaches. It is a fre- 
quent occurrence for operators of au- 
tomobiles to make left turns Into Cen- 
tre street from Centre place driving 
to the left of the traffic signal. The 
State laws specify that when turning 
Into an intersecting way, either to the 
left or right, an operator must keep 
to the right of the intersection of the 
centers of both ways. In heavy type 
the manual distributed by the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles says, "The 
man who cuts a left corner Is taking 
a desperate chande.”

NEWTON MEN AT 

LEGION CONVENTION 


Newton men were prominent at the 
state convention of the American Le- 
gion, held last week at Fitchburg. 
Commander Julius Ramm of Newton 
Post was elected to represent District 
5 of Middlesex County at the conven- 
tion to be held In Paris, France, in 
September. Rev. William Farrell, for- 
merly of West Newton, and now of 
Wilmington, a member of Newton 
Post, was urged by many of the dele- 
gates to run as a candidate for De- 
partment Chaplain, but he refused to 
do so. 

Howard Emerson of Newton ad- 
dressed the convention briefly as the 
representative of the Military Order 
of the World War. 

The Newton delegates voted unani- 
mously to approve of the action of 
the Massachusetts division of the “40 
and 8,” the fun making adjunct of the 
Legion, recommending that the "color 
line" be abolished in the membership 
requirement of that society. Julius 
Ramm was reported by the press as 
having made a report for the constitu- 
tional amendment committee of the 
convention that no endorsement be 
given to an attempt to cause non-rec- 
ognition of the "40 and 8” because of 
color discrimination. Mr. Ramm, like 
the other Newton delegates, does not 
approve of the "color line.” The com- 
mittee of which he was a member 
voted adversely against the resolution 
demanding non-recognition of the "40 
and 8" because this matter is one that 
should be handled by the National Con- 
vention of the Legion, and not the 
state convention.

WHO WILL COLLECT 
NEWTON GARBAGE? 

The short term contract for the col- 
lection of garbage in the City of New- 
ton by William H. Mngue, expires on 
t lie 30th day of next month. For over 
40 years Mr. Mague has had the con- 
tracts for this very necessary work. 
For many years it was a lucrative 
proposition. But in late years the 
"pickings" have been poor. As the 
cost of collecting has increased be- 
cause of higher wages, and greater 
expenses in maintaining horses and 
trucks, the contents of garbage pails 
pre not to be compared with those of 
15 or more years ago. In those happy 
days food was cheap, most folks had 
more than enough to eat, and what 
was thrown into the garbage palls 
would not only provide plenty of “sal- 
ad” material for hundreds of pigs 
owned by Mr. Mague, but gave him 
tons of hog hash which he sold to 
farmers who raised pigs, and to own- 
ers of piggeries. 

Times have changed, as Tegards 
garbage. Instead of garbage pails be- 
ing well filled with meat scraps, vege- 
tables, and loaves of stale bread, they 
contain for the most part tea-leaves, 
grape-fruit rinds and egg shells, to- 
gether with wrapping paper from bak- 
eries and delicatessen stores. A large 
percentage of the wives of today are 
not housewives. Home cooking has 
become a lost art for many. The con- 
tents of a large percentage of New- 
ton’s garbage palls would not furnish 
sustenance for a pig on a filet, not to 
mention an ordinary porker whose 
chief ambition Is to become obese. 
Besides If one wants to keep pigs 
today, one must keep them In the 
wide-open, or thickly wooded regions 
in distant places. Most towns have 
placed piggeries on the same status 
as liquor containing over V6 of 1%. 

So, Mr. Mague, . who is an expert 
as regards pigs and garbage, has been 
compelled in late years to ask con- 
siderably more than he asked In th 0 
old days for gathering the leavings 
of Newton’s dining tables, and kitch- 
ens. Collecting garbage does not ap- 
pear to be intensely popular today. 
Despite the fact that Street Commis- 
sioner Stuart, who has charge of this 
phase of the city’s activities, en- 
deavored to induce many contractors 
to bid, when the bids were all In on 
Wednesday morning, but two bidders 
had submitted figures. One was Mr. 
Mague. The other was John A. Janse 
of Parker street, Newton Centre. Mr. 
Mague bid as follows, for 1 year 
$84,000; for 3 years, $252,000; for 6 
years, $568,000. 

Mr. Janse, who is a young man, and 
who, apparently is filled with the op- 
timism of youth, submitted figures 
much lower than Mr. Mague’s. For 1 
year, he bid $52,000; for 3 years, 
$157,000; for 6 years, $330,000. The 
bids are being considered.

Motoniiiin Appeals $10 Fine For 
Falling to Stop When Signalled 


History was made yesterday in the 
Newton district court when the first 
case of its kind in Newton was 
brought up before Judge Bacon. Tim- 
othy Harhan, 52 years old, of 14 Mag- 
nolia avenue, Cambridge, a motorman 
employed by the Boston elevated was 
the defendant to a charge of failing 
to stop the trolley car he was oper- 
ating when signalled to do so by a 
traffic officer. Officer Ray TafTe was 
the complaining officer and the com- 
plaint against Harhan came ns the re- 
sult of an accident in Nonantum 
square not long ago in which the trol- 
ley car struck a young man as he was 
getting out of his machine, which had 
been stalled on the other track. Har- 
vard A. Clnrk of Cambridge, the in- 
jured man, received severe bruises to 
his arm and body. 

Officer Taffe testified that he had 
signalled the motorman to stop as the 
car approached the stalled automobile 
but it continued to move' until the 
accident hnppened. When asked by 
Taffe why he did not stop when sig- 
nalled the latter is said to have re- 
plied that he was “only going five 
miles an hour.’’ On the stand the de- 
fendant denied this statement and 
further declared that he did not see 
the officer’s signal. He stated that he 
had tried to drive past the stalled ma- 
chine. 

Judge Bacon found Harhan guilty 
and imposed a fine of $10 declaring 
that he believed the motorman had 
failed to stop on signal as required 
by law. The defence attorney asked 
that in place of the fine the defen- 
dant be allowed to pay a sum equal 
to the fine and the case filed so that 
there might be no record against Har- 
han. Harold C. Thompson, prosecut- 
ing attorney for the government, ob- 
jected to this disposition of the case 
and Judge Bacon saw no reason for 
not treating the case in the same 
manner as other cases of failing to stop 
when signalled by an officer. A fine 
of $10 was then imposed. The defen- 
dant appealed and asked to be al- 
lowed to go upon his own recog- 
nizance but the court bound him over 
for the Superior court under $300 bail.

Atlilefie Stadium Will not be a Real- 
ity For Some Time to Come 


The presence of steam shovels, 
trucks and other contractors’ materials 
on Claflin Field has been the cause 
of many rumors regarding the pro- 
posed construction of a stadium in 
meinoriam of the late Alfred W. Dick- 
inson, coach of Newton High athletic 
teams. The situation still is in the 
same state as mentioned in these col- 
umns some weeks ago. As yet no con- 
certed action has been taken by the 
School Committee. Board of Aldermen 
or private individuals, acting together. 

A year or more ago the School Com- 
mittee. in conjunction with the Build- 
ng Department, mapped out a program 
whereby funds, when available for 
such use. would be appropriated for 
the grading of specific portions of the 
land owned by the city on the Claflin 
estate and the preparation of the nat- 
ural advantages presented there for a 
simple concrete stadium. This proce- 
dure of course entailed nothing definite 
except that eventually the work might 
be completed. Following the death of 
the popular mentor of Newton athletics 
many expressions of opinion were 
heard to the effect that the city should 
make this proposed athletic plant a 
memorial to Mr. Dickinson. Mayor 
Childs, with that in view, recommend- 
ed that a sum of $25,000 lie appropri- 
ated from funds received from the 
State. 

The land, Included in the plan was 
then divided into sevi ral set Mom and 
bids asked upon each section and the 
work as a whole. Peter Salvucci of 
Waltham was the lowest bidder on the 
sections it was deemed advisable to 
grade at present, and was awarded 
tlie contract. A sum of slightly more 
than $19,000 was appropriated for this 
work. The sections now being graded 
are those continuing the work where 
it was left off last year, at the south 
of the new building, and the site which 
has been selected for the proposed sta- 
dium. Under the present plans it will 
be at least three if not more years be- 
fore the stadium is a reality.

Vice-President of Kiwanis Club Presented With Desk Set 
And Purse of Gold 


A large number of members of the 
Kiwanis Club of Newton gathered at 
the usual meeting Tuesday noon at 
the Norumbega Park restaurant to say 
farewell to their vice-president, Rev. 
Earl E. Harper, who leaves shortly for 
ille, Indiana, where he has 
taken the presidency of Evansville 
College. President G. Clement Col- 
burn called District Trustee James P. 
Gallagher, who presented a testimo- 
nial from the club members in a few 
well-chosen sentences. The gift in- 
cluded a beautiful desk set with a 
marble base upon which was a gold 
plate hearing the Kiwanis emblem and 
the inscription “Presented to the Rev. 
Earl E. Harper by the Kiwanis Club 
of Newton. Aug. 23rd, 1927,” and a 
purse of $110 in gold. 

Previous to the presentation and fol- 
lowing the luncheon vice-president 
Harper gave an address upon the “Jew- 
el of Life." He said that the diamond 
the most valuable jewel there is, came 
from the mine in a rough, unattractive 
condition and that it depended entire- 
ly upon the cutter for its beauty, 
weight and shape. A careless cutter 
can waste a lot of the precious stone 
in shaping it. Thus it is with life. 
The Great Maker has put into our 
hands a most valuable Jewel, “the 
Jewel of life” and that we must round 
it out and shape it with the least loss 
possible. On this jewel of life there 
are but seven facets and fifty-two as 
on a diamond. 

The first of this seven facets is the 
economic. Money is worth-while but 
its value Is intrinsic while other 
things, that are also worth-while are 
instrumental. On occasions money 
can be both, as in the case of Sin- 
clair. the oil man, who recently ran 
out of gas in the middle of a desert. 
A smaller car came by and he pur- 
chased a gallon and a half of gas, 
from the driver. While gasoline has 
not much value as far as dollars and 
cents go, in small amounts the great 
oil man was glad to pay $10 for the 
small amount he could obtain. Thus 
money is a tool and is not worth any- 
thing to hoard up and the man who 
holds fast to his wealth, while he 
lives, is not polishing up this first facet 
as he should. 

The second facet is physical health. 
Which would you choose, a strong 
mind with a weak body or a strong 
body with the mind of an idiot? Phy- 
sical health should be a part of the 
program of every church as well as 
in the school and home. Its develop- 
ment is necessary for the making of 
symmetry in the jewel of life. 

Recreation is the third facet and 
while some may think it is a part of 
the second facet by considering it 
closely we find that it goes much fur- 
ther. Participation in recreation de- 
velops friendships as well as bodily 
health. Consider the word itself “re- 
creation” it means that we return to 
our work with new vigor and new 
efficiency. It teaches sportsmanship, 
how to lose pleasantly and how to win 
modestly. Particularly those in sed- 
entary occupations should have more 
recreation. It is as necessary in the 
polishing of the Jewel of life as either 
of the preceding. 

The fourth facet is social fellow- 
ship. one of the dearest things of life 
and its development is one of the most 
pleasant. The Kiwanis club has social 


fellowship as one of its leading oo 
Jectives. It also is Interested in the 
retaining of the economic stability of 
its members, it interests Itself in phy- 
sical health and recreation. But its 
social fellowship side makes all men 
brothers, regardless of creed or poli- 
tics. Kiwanians call each other by 
their first names. Such a proced -e is 
often found in the West among slight 
acquaintances. Here in the East it 
has come to mean a great deal. The 
facet of social fellowship we must pol- 
ish carefully if we are to have a well- 
rounded, beautiful Jewel of life. 

Intellectuality is the next facet we 
find. The mind needs development as 
well as the body. Reading is the best 
way to do this. But we must choose 
our reading carefully and include in 
it the great works such as thp Bible, 
and so forth. Man does not have to go 
to school to be educated. Many men 
have not had the opportunity to go 
further tnan to high school yet many 
of them are far more educated than 
some of those of hold the degree of 
Ph.D. Schools, all kinds of institq- 
tions nf learning, are a great help in 
polishing off this fifth facet but they 
are not essential. It is up to the in- 
dividual. himself. Another great help 
in the development of intellectuality is 
to put yourself in another person’s 
place. Try to conceive their problems 
for them and ask each other questions. 
The development of this intellectual 
facet Is very necessary. 

The sixth face of the jewel of life 
is esthetic scholarship. Everyone of 
us should take more than a passing 
interest in some of the finer arts. 
Many business men and professional 
men think it but a fad yet God has 
given to each the possibility to accom- 
plish something in the line of music, 
sculpturing, painting or some one of 
the finer arts. Many become too ag- 
gressive in undertaking it. To get the 
real benefit out of these things one 
must relax and give oneself up to the 
surging power of music or whatever 
it may be. 

The seventh and fical facet is the 
religious life of man. It makes no 
difference whether I do not believe as 
my neighbor as long as I am of some 
belief, whether it be Jewish, Catholic 
or any one of the Protestant faiths. 
Real religion i$ the absolute and vital 
consciousness that there is a God who 
mingles in our very life. This con- 
sciousness of God is the essence of 
religion and it is a part of the jewel 
of life. 

The seven facets are taken in the 
order of importance yet none are left 
out. Each and every one is essential 
to some degree. “I wonder if some of 
us have gone away from Him before 
we have polished up our 3even facets 
to the best of our ability?*’

EXPERIENCED MARKET MAN 
USES MODERN METHODS IN 
SUCCESSFUL COMPETITION 


After months of preparation the 
very attractive new quarters of A. J. 
Ford’s market at Newton Corner are 
ready and this up to date food store is 
now open for business. On Friday and 
Saturday. September 9tli and 10th 
there will be a formal opening. It will 
he in striking contrast to the store 
occupied for many years by Ford’s 
Market at 297 Centre street, which 
was much too small for the volume of 
business handled there. The new store 
at 350 Centre street, in the Sumner 
Block, directly opposite the Newton 
Trust Company building, and along- 
side the bus terminal of the Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railway, is modern In 
every respect. It is attractively fin- 
ished in oak, and affords double the 
floor space of the old store. A very 
efficient electric refrigerating plant 
maintains a freezing temperature in 
the large storage room and keeps the 
glass enclosed show cases at the de- 
sired cooling point. The display win- 
dows have tiled floors and sides, and 
particular care has been used to pro- 
vide sanitary arrangements for the 
storing and handling of fish. A com- 
plete line of the best In groceries, 
fruit and vegetables will be carried. 

Most of the personnel of Mr. Ford’s 
old market, some of whom have been 
In his employ for years, will greet 
customers at the new market. The 
same telephone numbers used for the 
old market. Newton North 0061-0062- 
0063, will obtain for the new market. 

It Is 40 years since Andrew J. Ford 
started in the provision business. Six- 
teen years ago he came to Newton as 
manager of Knight & Company’s mar- 
ket, later going into business for him- 
self. Upon starting his market in 
Newton, Mr. Ford planned a method of 
doing business that would permit the 
selling of high quality food supplies 
at low prices. He aimed for a large 
volume of sales and the reduction of 
overhead expenses. The methods he 
inaugurated were so radically different 
from those in general use by mar- 
kets In Newton, that his clerks pro- 
phesied dismal failure for him, and 
most persons hereabouts entertained a 
like view. But time has proved that 
his judgment was correct, and his 
business has enjoyed a steady growth. 

It was the old custom here for meat 
and grocery stores to carry monthly 
credit accounts, to make deliveries at 
all hours of the day, and to keep open 
until 7 o’clock most evenings, and until 
11 o’clock or later on Saturday nights. 
The monthly credit accounts caused 
large losses to be sustained by market 
owners, the “hit and miss” delivery 
service, necessitated the mainten- 
ance of all too many horses and wag- 
ons, which stood Idle much of the 
time. The market owners of former 
years vied one with the other to see 
who would have the larger number of 
delivery wagons, and it was a common 
sight to observe several horse drawn 
vehicles standing in front of stores 
for hours every day. Long trips would 
be made to deliver Just a few orders. 
All this waste produced financial fail- 
ures for a large percentage of the mer- 
chants burdened by It. 

When Mr. Ford opened his market, 
he announced that he would have but 
two dally deliveries of goods. These 
deliveries started promptly at sched- 
uled hours, and the heavily loaded au- 
tomobile trucks regularly and rapid- 
ly covered their routes throughout the 
city. One automobile truck would de- 
liver orders to as much territory as

would several horse drawn wagons. 
Instead of allowing customers to pay 
their bills monthly, Mr. Ford limited 
his customers to one week’s credit, 
and thus cut down to a minimum loss- 
es because of non-payment of accounts 
due. Instead of Incurring the heavy- 
expense of maintaining order wagons, 
and employing order clerks to solicit 
trade, Mr. Ford depended on the tel- 
ephone, and most of his customers 
phoned In their orders. He was al- 
ways an exponent of early closing, and 
of closing on holidays. 

From his two scqre years of experi- 
ence In the market business, Mr. Ford 
has had opportunity to compare pres- 
ent day conditions with those of past 
years. He asserts that the cost of 
selling merchandise today is no more 
than it was 30 years ago. While it is 
true that rents, wages, and other ex- 
penses have Increased greatly, other 
things tend to offset these factors. 
Thirty years ago a store doing an an- 
nual business of $25,000 would be con- 
sidered prosperous; today such a store 
does $100,000 business annually. The 
country has grown in population. Oth- 
er large savings are afforded by the 
supplanting of horses by automobiles, 
and the use of the telephone in receiv- 
ing orders. In former years the aver- j 
age cost of running a market was 
23% of the receipts: it was necessary' 
to make a gross profit of 25%. Today! 
the cost of running a market aver- 1 
ages between 19 and 20, and a gross 
profit of from 20 to 22% suffices. 

The survival orf the fittest certainly 
applies to those engaged in the meat 
and grocery business in this country 
Today. The owner of a provision or 
grocery store must be “on his toes” 
to meet the trying competition of 
chain stores. According to statistics ! 
published by the United States De- 
partment of Commerce, one-half of 
the grocery and provision stores start- 
ed in this country eventually fail. The . 
average life of a grocery store is seven 
years: those succeeding show- a net 
profit of 1 or 1*&%. That Mr. Ford is 
one of the successful merchants is 
manifested by the fact that In the face 
of increasing competition, he has 
found It necessary to move into larger 
quarters because of increased busi- 
ness.

One youth was killed and another 
injured last Saturday afternoon about 
five o’clock when a truck owned by 
the Orr Hardware Company of New- 
tonville and driven by George J. 
Schade of 51 Harding avenue, West 
Newton, struck a fast Boston bound 
express train of the Fitchburg divi- 
sion of the Boston & Maine railroad 
at the Hastings street crossing in 
j Wendall Green. Warren Yetten, nine- 
teen, of 206 Lowell street, Waltham, 

' who was riding on the truck was in- 
j stantly killed and Schade was sever- 
ely injured. 

There are no gates at this cross- 
ing and the noise of a freight train 
which hud just passed the crossing 
probably prevented the driver from 
hearing the warning signal bell. The 
truck waa said to be traveling at a 
high rate of speed and apparently the 
driver caught sight of the approach- 
ing train just before he reached the 
tracks as persons living nearby 
heard the grinding of the brakes on 
the truck. Schade, however, was uu- 
able to stop the truck iu time and it 
crashed into the second car of the 
train as it sped past. The impact 
hurled the truck about and crumpled 
it up into a shattered mass of wood 
and metal. Yetten was thrown out, 
struck on his head, and probably in- 
stantly killed. Schade, who was also 
thrown onto the track, was conscious 
when picked up but collapsed soon 
after. 

The train ran nearly to the Keudall 
Green station before It stopped. None 
of the crew knew of the accident until 
the conductor, who was informed of it 
by passengers on the train, pulled the 
cord, stopped the train, and ordered 
it backed up to the scene. Iu the 
meantime the Weston and Waltham 
police had been notified and the latter 
sent an ambulance. Schade was re- 
moved to tho Waltham hospital and 
Yetten’a body to the morgue. 

First reports were that Schade was 
fatally injured but it was found that 
his injuries were not as serious as 
thought. He was discharged from the 
hospttul on Tuesday. ’Hie train pro- 
ceeded on its way to Boston after the 
few minutes delay.

To the Editor: 

Last week you published a very in- 
teresting table of figures relative to 
the valuation, expenses, etc., of the 
City of Newton. One significant fact 
is disclosed by the figures — that rep- 
resentation in our city government is 
no longer proportional or even approx- 
imately so. Assume, for the sake of 
argument, that total population is rel- 
atively the same as the number of 
polls, and very glaring Inequalities at 
once present themselves. Contrast the 
three smaller wards — 

Ward 7—1593 polls. 

Ward 4—1746 
Ward 1—1766 

with the three larger wards 
Ward 6— 2S25 
Ward 2—3024 
Ward 5—3125 

I should not want to suggest that 
representation in any legislative body 
be apportioned on a property basis but 
the disproportion indicated by the 
polls as above, is only emphasized, 
and not minimized, by the valuation 
figures. 

This all points to the propriety of 
a revision of ward lines at the next 
opportunity, to the end that represen- 
tation in our city government be more 
nearly equal.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

The GRAPHIC this week shows a 
picture of the entrance to the black- 
smith shop formerly conducted by the 
late John Scott at Newton Corner. 
This entrance was at about the pres- 
ent location of the Washington Mar- 
ket. The old colonial house shown in 
the picture was fovmerly occupied by 
Frank Judkins, for many years engi- 
neer of Engine 1. and by a family 
named Bittner: it was a two family 
dwelling in its later days. Scott’s old 
shop was turned around, and it is now 
occupied and owned by H. H. Haw- 
kins & Sons as a carpenter shop. The 
old building still plays a part in trans- 
portation. Long ago the forge was re- 
moved from it, and horses were not 
brought to be shod in it, but the au- 
tomobile repair shop of Joe Jewett 
now occupies some of the space where 
John Scott’s smithy stood. 

To the right of the entrance, just 
beyond the towering elm tree, can be 
seen the end of the old Central House. 
This was a well known inn during the 
19th century, patronized by farmers 
and drovers travelling to and from the 
Brighton cattle yards. In its latter 
days it was conducted by George Lam- 
son. A wide veranda along the front 
of the Central House, afforded its 
guests an opportunity to “park” there 
and view the vehicles and pedestrians 
passing through Nonantum square. 
Many well known Newtonians of the 
past, resided for long periods at the 
Central House. For the most part 
they have passed on, but some still 
reside In Newton. Supt. John I. Far- 
well of the Newton postofllce, and Mr. 
George H. Snyder of Hunnewell ter- 
race resided for years at the Central 
House. 


CITY HOLDS TITLE 

TO “TRIANGLE” SITE 


Buildings Commissioner Chadwick 
was notified a few days ago that sev- 
eral parcels of land at the “triangle” 
site had been taken by right of emi- 
nent domain by the City of Newton, 
and duly registered at the Registry of 
Deeds at East Cambridge. The par- 
cels taken include the narrow trian- 
gular portion of the tract, bounded by 
Homer street, Commonwealth avenue, 
and Lakeview avenue, and a large area 
bounded by Lakeview avenue. Com- 
monwealth avenue, Homer street, and 
extending parrtly along Walnut, street. 
In this latter taking is included Crow- 
ell’s Garage, the Socony filling station, 
Raimondi’s store (formerly the wait- 
ing room), and the O’Brien house on 
Homer street. 

The taking of the remaining portion 
of the “triangle,” with a considerable 
frontage along Walnut street, and con- 
taining several dwelling houses, has 
not been authorized by the Board of 
Aldermen, but will be during the next 
year, or so.

ternoon, not to mall our letters in 
Brighton, as we have found that they 
are greatly delayed, but to carry such 
mail on to Newton where it gets much 
better service. Letters mailed at Brigh- 
ton after about 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon are not delivered in New York 
in the first delivery the next day, as it 
is reasonable to expect that they 
should be.” 

The tendency in the Boston postal 
district today is towards centraliza- 
tion. Centralization may be all right 
to a certain degree, but it can easily 
be overdone. Just because some ex- 
pert, real or alleged, at Washington, 
conceives a brilliant idea, it does not 
always follow that his idea may be 
practicable. Residents and business 
men of the Newtons should ascertain 
whether letters for local delivery, 
dropped into the street boxes at night, 
are delivered by the Newton offices 
on the first mail the following morn- 
ing. If the new arrangement in the 
handling of Newton’s mail gives poor- 
er service, a concerted kick will arise 
from the city to the Postoflice Depart- 
ment.

On the railroads a standard system 
of signalling is in use by locomotive 
engineers. The whistle signals best 
known to those who reside near rail- 
roads are those calling in the flagman 
when a freight train is ready to con- 
tinue on its journey. These signals 
consist of several long whistles, and 
one short whistle. Some engineers 
adhere rigidly to the code and make 
the whistles long and loud, even in 
the hours after midnight. Other en- 
gineers have more consideration for 
the sleeping thousands in the com- 
munity, and when their trains are 
ready to pull out of the freight-yards 
at Newtonville and West Newton, they 
make the signals as short and soft as 
possible.

REMINISCENCES OF 
THE EAST SCHOOL 

History repeats Itself. The School 
Committee and the Aldermen of New- 
ton selected as a site for the new John 
Ward school at Waban Hill, a location 
quite near that of the old East School. 
In connection with this Interesting fact 
it is timely to reprint remlniscenses 
written by the man whose name the 
new school will hear. These remlnisc- 
enses appeared In the “Newton Cir- 
cuit” in 1899. 

"Newton in 1840 was divided into 
five school districts, named from their 
locality, the Centre, East, North or 
Newton Corner, West, Oak Hill, Up- 
per and Lower Falls. The appropria- 
tion for the support of schools was 
made at the annual town meeting 
and divided somewhat in proportion 
to the number of scholars in each dis- 
trict. There was a town school com- 
mittee, and each district chose a pru- 
dential committeeman, who hired the 
teachers, took charge of the school- 
house, and provided fuel for the cast 
iron stove. What may be said will 
refer to the East school district, as 
all may not have been conducted ex- 
actly alike. The first schoolhouse 
which our fathers attended, was sit- 
uated on Ward street, a little below 
the residence of W. Harback. When 
this was built was not known, but It 
was probably used until a new one 
was built about 1815 (Smith’s His- 
tory says 1809 It was discontinued) 
on a large pile of stones picked from 
the adjoining fields at what Is now 
known as the north side of the boule- 
vard, corner of Hammond street. The 
old schoolhouse was moved on Ward 
street to near the end of Grant av- 
enue and was used as a kind of store- 
house: its size was 14 by 15 feet, that 
was the size spoken of by early town 
records About 40 years ago It was 
torn down and removed. The new 
schoolhouse gave us plenty of air on 
a cold winter’s day, coming up from 
beneath through the pile of stones. 
There were plank seats against the 
wall on each side of the house, with 
a long desk in front on which to lay 
the books; a row of smaller seats was 
in front of this for the younger schol- 
ars. This afterwards was changed, 
and desks with lids to open, and an 
alley for every two seats Instituted. 
This house was not painted red, and 
it was not the custom In this town 
to paint with that color. This house 
was used until the grammar school- 
house at Newton Centre was built, 
and the district system abolished. It 
was afterwards used for five years as 
a primary school. 

The prduential committee was 
chosen after the annual town meeting 
at the district schoolhouse, and some- 
times it was an interesting occasion 
as some parent might have a daugh- 
ter or other friend they desired for 
teacher. 

The pay of the masters was $30 per 
month for four months winter term, 
afterwards increased to $40 when col- 
lege students were employed. A fe- 
male teacher was employed in sum- 
mer at wages from $4 to $5 per week 
and school lasted as long as the 
money held out. The pay of the boys 
for building fires and keeping the 
house In order was $2.50 for the win- 
ter term; afterwards increased to $3. 
The method of keeping fire was to 
bring a kettle of coals the first morn- 
ing from home, and at close of school 
to spread the coal and lay on a couple 
of sticks of wood and cover with ash- 
es. I have known it to keep in this 
wuy from Friday night to Monday 
morning. 

In the winter of 1838 a boy brought 
to school a box of matches which by 
drawing through sandpaper ignited, 
and the next winter we bought a pa- 
per in our present form, paying 6c for 
them, and the keeping of the fire over 
night was neglected. 

We had only every other Saturday 
for a holiday, and would not have 
cared if there had not been any, as 
eight months work on the farm was 
enough, without adding to it during 
school days. One hour was given, for 
noon recess and most brought their 
dinners and spent the time In recrea- 
tion. Many little Incidents occurred in 
school that might not interest the pub- 
lic, but will never bo forgotten by 
those who survive. 

A year ago we met an old school- 
mate, It being many years since see- 
ing each other. Ho was asked about 
a fight between himself and another 
boy, whom he had by an unexpected 
blow knocked senseless to the ground; 
he expressed his only sorrow was that 
he had not finished him; hut after a 
period of 60 years, I do not believe 
this was his real feeling towards one 
whom he often meets In public places. 

The most Impressive thing In my 
early memory of school was the class 
of big boys and girls arranged across 
the room to end the exercises of the 
day with the spelling lesson. The ex- 


amination at the close of the term 
with the committee present was an in- 
teresting time for scholars and their 
parents, who showed by their pres- 
ence that they cared to know more 
than many parents at present mani- 
fest in regard to their children’s stand- 
ing beside their mates. Some teach- 
ers made it a rather superficial affair, 
as at one summer school a class in 
Goodrich’s United States history had 
all the questions the teacher would 
ask marked, and we were well drilled, 
and I presume we received a perfect 
mark. Many years after I asked how 
she justified such a course? She re- 
plied it was the custom to do so, but 
not all our examinations were like 
this one. The first class in arithmetic 
was called at the close of the winter 
term and the committee gave the ex- 
amples, and the smallest boy in the 
class was generally the first to raise 
his hand as ready with the answer. 

Some of the books used were be- 
hind the times of the period. Much 
depended upon the committeeman and 
the teacher. They followed what they 
found in use. Perry’s spelling book 
was used with words ending like 
music, frantic, etc., with a k annexed: 
words such as honor, labor, etc., 
spelled honour and the like. 

The Centre district used Webster’s 
spelling book. When our book was 
discarded, we used none, but had a 
few words marked in our reading 
book, to spell when convenient. The 
result was — that when we came to 
Mr. Price’s school to finish our stud- 
ies, we found ourselves at the foot of 
the spelling class; but thanks to Mr. 
Price, who gave his pupils a good, 
practical education, we have been able 
to make less mistakes than some who 
graduate from our present schools. 
The privileges we had were prized, 
and it often seems strange to me that 
with such superior advantages, they 
should be so little valued by many at 
the present time. 

The school of the winter of 1840- 
1841 wa3 kept by Mr. Brackett Lord 
who afterwards lived and died at 
Newton Highlands. The school num- 
bered 32 boys and 15 girls — 47 In all. 
The number now living are three girls, 
Mrs. James F. C. Hyde, Miss Eliza 
Norcross, and Mrs. George H. Dupee; 
11 are known to have passed away, 
and one, a transient resident is un- 
known. Of the boys, 17 are living, 
11 have left us, and four are un- 
known. Is it not something unusual 
that only one-fifth of the girls should 
remain with us, while a majority of 
the boys are still living after a period 
of 58 years. The youngest living Is 
61 years, and the oldest 74 years of 
age. The boys grown to manhood 
have been employed in various sta- 
tions in life; one is an honored pas- 
tor in a large Southern city, a num- 
ber engaged in various trades, some as 
business men, and a few still living 
on the old homesteads, handed down 
from the first settlement of this re- 
gion. The next generation may see 
none remaining on the ancient home- 
stead to perpetuate the name held by 
them. 

One incident occurred during that 
winter session which will not be for- 
gotten by two or three boys. During 
the intermission they took their first 
smoke, and before the close of school 
they might he compared to seasick 
passengers in a gale at sea. This may 
have been their last smoke, as I do not 
know anyone living who is in the habit 
of using tobacco or any inebriating 
beverage. Others perhaps might write 
things more interesting of the old 
school house and of the good work 
done there, and I leave it for them to 
tell what has been omitted.” 

Last week we learned that we had 
been misinformed regarding the birth- 
place of John Ward, and we endeav- 
ored unsuccessfully to have a correc- 
tion made In the article concerning 
him. He was not born In the house 
on Hammond street. He was born In 
the house on Ward street, where he re- 
sided all his life. This house was built 
by his father in 1821.

IN BIG TOURNEY 


Dr. Paul W. Crouch of Newton 
Centre led the men In the 100-yard 
range of the York Round at the Na- 
tional tournament at Cambridge.

Other Newton men prominent 
at the field were L. C. Smith, the Na- 
tional President John Preston True 
of Waban, and Philip H. Ripley i > i 
Newton. 

On the Women’s side Mrs. H. S. C.

Dorothy Smith of Newton Centre was 
last year’s National women’s cham- 
pion, lost to Mrs. Robert Johnson of 
Los Angeles, California, by 18 points 
In score, the hits being equal. Mrs. 
Johnson made 69 hits, 357 score in the 
first National Round Tuesday morn- 
ing. Other women from Newton 
shooting were Miss Ruth Bjewer of 
Newton Centre, Miss Eleanor True of 
Waban, Mrs. Burton Payne Gray of 
Newton Centre and Mrs. H. A. Bar- 
tholomaei of Waban. 

On Wednesday evening at the an- 
nual business meeting California was 
rejected as the next meeting place in 
favor of Rye, New York. 

The Newton Archers entertained a 
large number of people on the range 
at Newton Centre on Saturday and 
Monday. Large crowds of entrants 
for the National tournament at Cam- 
bridge came to Newton Centre for 
practise on each of those days. Among 
the guests were a group of thirteen 
from North Carolina, a lady archer 
from England, archers from Califor- 
nia, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, New 
York, etc. 

At the end of Thursday’s shooting 
Dr. Paul W. Crouch of Newton Centre 
was about 100 points ahead of A. L. 
Brush of Cos Cob, Conn. Spencer of 
California, last year’s national cham- 
pion, had dropped to fourth place. Fri- 
day morning will see the men’s cham- 
pionship decided, hut it looks as if 
Crouch would get it, with such a strong 
lead, as there Is very little more to 
shoot of the rounds necessary. 

Mrs. Cummings, who was Miss Dor- 
othy Smith of Newton Centre, lost the 
women’s championship to Mrs. Robert 
Johnson of California, who exceeded 
her by about 30 points. Mrs. Johnson 
won the lead in spite of a poorer score 
on Thursday morning, when she had 
trouble with her release. 

Mrs. Cummings also won the wand 
shoot with two hits out of six at 40 
yards, wresting it from many ladles, 
among them Miss Brewer of Newton 
Centre, who has had it twice. 

The Newton archers have won great 
praise for the facilities they have ar- 
ranged for on Soldiers’ Field.
